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INTRODUCTION 


The principal sources used in compiling this History of 
Hartley, Lowa, were the following — ‘O’Brien and Osceola 
Counties” by the Hon. J. L. E. Peck and the Hon. O. H. 
Montzheimer for O’Brien County and the Hon. William J. 
Miller for Osceola County; the “History of O’Brien Coun- 
ty” by D. A. W. Perkins; and the following newspapers, 
Hartley Record, Hartley Herald, Hartley Journal, and the 
Hartley Sentinel. Then too, many of the old time residents 
were contacted and every bit of information we could glean 
from them has been used to make this History as exact as 
possible. In many instances, the phrases, clauses, sentences, 
and paragraphs are published in their original form and no 


attempt has been made to correct the spelling or phraseology. 


We are indebted to Mrs. Richard Anderson for the 
Business Directory of present day Hartley and to each club 
or organization for the brief histories of their groups used in 


this book. 


The material in Section [1] was taken without change

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SECTION I — General History 


Hartley, like all other towns, had a very small beginning, and where now 
stands this beautiful little city, with its miles of sidewalks and pavement, fine 
buildings, church spires, its elegant school building and busy population, sev- 
enty-five years ago was a wild uninhabited tract where the prairie wolf held 
high carnival at night time, the Indian roamed over the prairie in search of 
game, and the deer fed quietly in the valley. But settlers early saw that the 
surrounding country was destined to rank among the great producing districts 
of the world and began to select locations and stake out their homesteads. 
And so they plodded along for a few years, breaking up a little patch here 
and a little patch there, not engaging extensively in production, for there was 
practically no outlet for their products without making long journeys by team. 
‘They were content to raise what they needed, knowing full well that the rail- 
road companies would soon follow them. 


They had not long to wait, for in 1878, the Chicago, Milwaukee, & 
St. Paul pushed her road westward and in 1879, the station, Hartley, was 
established with George Titus as station agent, postmaster, and sole citizen of 
the town. Hartley derived its name from John Hartley, who was an engineer 
and surveyor for the Milwaukee road, and one of the men who were respon- 
sible for the path the roadbed was to follow through O’Brien county. 


George Titus, with his box-car depot and postoffice, however, was not 
alone long. The news of the advent of the railroad had spread in the immed- 
iate neighborhood, where it attracted Finster & Fuller with a general stock of 
goods, who came, built a store and engaged in the mercantile business. ‘lhe 
lumber for this building was hauled from Sanborn and Milo Silverthorn was 
the architect. This was the starting point for our present thriving town. ° 


EARLY STREET SCENE 


Soon after, another store was started at this point; Gano and Crossan 
quit farming and engaged in the hardware business, and the old settlers would 
never forgive us if we did not mention that Crossan’s stock of left-handed 
monkey wrenches was the butt of many a joke even to this day. Dave Gano 
also combined a meat market with the hardware store, which was rather an 
odd combination. Milo Silverthorn was the first to open a livery stable and 
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the first to furnish conveyance for the travelers and landseekers. J. K. Mc- 
Andrews was the first to build a hotel, the Commercial House, to feed the 
weary traveler and extend his hospitality at the usual transient rates. A short 
time later he placed the hotel management in the hands of a Mr. Fox. Frank 
Matot and W. J. Guenther opened up ihe first saloon and billiard hall. 


Pumphrey & Chrysler, among the first merchants in Primghar, started 
the second general store in Hartley. Williams Bros. of Primghar built one of 
the early brick store buildings of size and conducted a store here for ‘some 
time. George Bowers started the first furniture store. 


At first Hartley was without a doctor, and people got along the best 
way they could. Occasionally, though, word would get around that there was 
a doctor in the nearby country-side and if one needed him, he would have to 
go out and track him down. Finally R. H. McElwain came in to open a drug 
store, while Dr. F, L. Searles moved in to administer to the physical wants of 
the afflicted. 


The news of the coming of the railroad also spread all the way to 
Cleveland, Ohio, where it found a young shoemaker, who proposed to unite 
his destiny with that of the new country, and on came H. J. Guenther with a 
stock of boats and shoes. A. S. R. Groon was the first to preach the gospel 
to the inhabitants of this locality. 


O. M. SHONKWILER — FIRST SCHOOL TEACHER 
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Gid Clausen was the first man to lay the razor to man’s beard in _ this 
place and the manner in which he did it was somewhat peculiar. Although 
the early citizens of the town were, as they thought, far away from the civili- 
zation of the world, yet they proposed to introduce civilized customs into the 
elemental character of the new town, and of course, had to have a barber. 
But the barber had not all the conveniences with which to cater to the needs 
of his patrons, the sole equipage being a wash basin, a bar of White Russian 
soap, a razor and a boot leg on which to strop it. The only furniture of the 
shop being a bench, each customer was placed thereon on the flat of his back, 
and when lathered, ‘“‘Gid’’ would step astride him and proceed to business. 


As we stated before, the early settlers saw the necessity of starting the 
town right. To do this they needed a school. Of course they had but few chil- 
dren, but they realized that the hope of the nation depended upon the rising 
generation, so they got together and decided to have a school started at once, 
but they had no teacher. Someone, however, had heard of a young man from 
the east, who had left college and come west to grow up with the country. 
This was the kind of a man they were looking for, so a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon this young man, who was none other than O. M. Shonk- 
wiler, who taught the first school in Hartley in the second story of an _ old 
building which stood at the rear of Herman Fick’s brick building now occu- 
pied by Sylvan Ewoldt. The second story of the building was quite low, and 
it is said that the teacher was obliged to go barefoot in order that he might 
stand erect in the middle of the room while he pointed out to the first boys 
and girls of Hartley the ways of wisdom. 


PARK HOTEL 


One of our quite early public buildings was the very ample hotel of 
southern seashore appearance and comfort, with its unusually large porches 
on two full sides. Indeed, this hotel, was built in such large proportions that 
it has well served as the permanent, up-to-date hotel of the city and is well 
known as the Park Hotel. This hotel was erected and furnished at a cost of 
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about $16,000 and was heated by steam throughout. It had 35 rooms, a 
large office and a splendid dining room. 


The country in those early days being almost entirely prairie, the fuel 
question was an important matter. Early settlers had no money with which to 
buy coal, but necessity became the mother of invention. The rich prairie soil 
produced grass from one to five feet high and this hay grass supplied the fuel. 
It had to be twisted or pressed into compact form to retain heat and twisting 
the hay for fuel consumption was a winter pastime. It was prepared by twist- 
ing a long handful tightly and doubling it into the appearance of a_ skein of 
yarn. When twisted tightly, with the ends securely tucked in, it made neat, 
tidy and useful fuel, and the tighter it was twisted, the longer it lasted. A bran 
sack filled with this knotted hay would do a big baking or last through a long, 
cold evening. This fuel had about the same qualities as corn cobs as_ far as 
heat and lasting qualities were concerned. 


As the northeast section of the county was the last to be settled, the 
growth of Hartley for the first five years of its development was very — slow. 
W. S. Fuller started buying hogs in Hartley shortly after the railroad went 
through and the farmers nearer Hartley sold their hogs to him and did some 
trading here. But, for the most part, their trading was done in our neighboring 
towns as they were much larger and offered more in the way of food, cloth- 
ing and fellowship. 


The township of Hartley was wholly what is known as a deeded town- 
ship, with not a homestead claim ‘iin it. Its settlement was sparse and scarcely 
started until 1879 and 1880. It had no pioneers in the sense of homesteaders 
in other townships. O. M. Shonkwiler was one of its first very real farmers 
residing on the land itself. 


We will try to give you a list of the early settlers in our surrounding ter- 
ritory. We realize that at best, it will only be a partial list, as we have had 
to rely on what histories we could find and on the memories of the Old Tim- 
ers who still reside in this locality, for our information.

During the winter of 1879 and 1880, money was scarce, and many of 
the incoming settlers were practically destitute, but coal or some kind of fuel 
was a must. [he Milwaukee road had a coal shed at Hartley filled with coal, 
and it was certainly hard for a man, with little ones shivering at home with- 
out fuel, no money to buy it with and no credit, to resist the temptation of ap- 
propriating from a pile of plenty and transporting it to a hearthstone where 
there was none. Many a sack went from the coal shed to the fireside, and 
many a heart was made warm and happy with railroad coal. 


Some of the early farmers in the community used horses purchased from 
the city of Chicago. The trolleys used there were horse drawn, of course, and 
three to four years of this kind of work was all the hooves of the horses could 
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stand, then they were sold to v estern buyers, who in turn sold them in the ag- 
riculture areas where they were used for farm work. 


The first church to come to Hartley was the Methodist Episcopal 
church under the pastorate of Rev. F. E. Drake in June of 1880, and the 
congregation consisted of only four people or members. A church building 
was erected in 1882 costing one thousand five hundred dollars and was built 
on the site of the present Methodist church. This church was fully organized 
in 1884. In 1882, Frank Patch and Mart Shea started a private bank which 
was later changed into and called the People’s Bank. The first lumber yard 
was built by Frank Patch and Mac Green where the Botsford Lumber Co. 
now stands, and the first county courthouse at Primghar was built from lum- 
ber purchased from this yard and hauled cross-country to Primghar. 


In 1884, the ‘Sports”’ of Hartley and Primghar engaged in a bout to 
see which group could kill the greatest number of gray squirrels which at that 
time were destroying quite a bit of the corn crop. lhe losers were to furnish 
supper to the winners. [he two groups together killed thirty-five hundred of 
the squirrels in this contest. The year 1884 also saw the coming of the first 
newspaper. [he Hartley Record began publication in June of that year with 
F. E. Cole as editor. The following year, Allen Crossan who had previously 
been employed as a teacher in the public schools, leased and then bought the 
paper. A second newspaper, the Hartley News, was established in 1895 by 
G. R. Gregg, but this enterprise failed and folded up in ninety days. Allen 
Crossan, who had sold the Record back to Cole in 1888, took over this news- 


paper and began publishing the Hartley Herald.

In 1886, the Hartley State Bank was organized and incorporated by 
Frank Patch, Mary E.. Colby, Freeman R. Patch, John W. Cravens, and 


James F. Cravens. J. W. Walter was the first attorney to practice here in 
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1886. However, he was elected Clerk of Courts in 1888 and gave up the 
practice of law. 


In 1887, we finally find a dentist in Hartley. However, he wasn’t here 
regularly. It seems that each dentist had a number of towns to take care of 
and traveled on a circuit. Whenever he was scheduled to appear in Hartley, 
the townspeople would be notified through the medium of the newspapers as 
to what days he would be here and where in town he would be located. A. L. 
Peck was our first dentist. We also find quite a bit of agitation among _ the 
citizens on the question of starting a cheese factory in Hartley, and the build- 
ing of a city park. Mrs. J. A: Jacobs opened a millinery shop to serve the 
ladies. The Seven Day Adventists built a church here during this year and 
Mrs. Sam Jordan came up here from near Sutherland on Saturdays to con- 
duct the services. This church building is now used by Ernest Krutzfeldt as a 
work shop at the rear of the J. F. Anderson lumberyard. 


The town was not incorporated until 1888. On April 2 of that year, 
James S. Webster, a resident and prominent business man of the town, head- 
ed a petition with forty others directed to the District Court, asking that all of 
section 32 in Hartley township be incorporated. On July 2, an election was 
held to vote on the proposition. There were eighty-seven votes cast and the 
vote was: seventy-nine for incorporation and eight against. An election was 
held soon after and our first town officers were: Mayor. E. B. Messer; Re- 


corder, W. H. Eaton; Councilmen, Samuel Smith, L. C. Green, I. N. 
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Drake, S. H. McMasters, L. Mosher, and W. J. Lorshbaugh; Marshall oad 
Street Commissioner, J. M. Herron; Treasurer, W. S. Fuller; and Assessor, 
E. Jeffreys. 


The First Presbyterian church in Hartley was organized in 1889. The 
services were held in the Methodist church in the afternoons and later on in 
Gross Hall. A church was then built where the Mrs. Anna Denny home now 
stands. Rev. Bailey of Cedar Falls conducted the services. The Evangelical 
Association was organized in 1889 and a church was built in 1890. The 
German Evangelical church was dedicated on Sunday, November 24, 1889. 
The presiding elder preached in the morning and Rey. S. Sleabler in the af- 


ternoon.

The Hartley Independent School District was organized in 1889. At 


that time the school occupied a frame building on the present site. Additions 
were made to the old frame building from time to time as necessity or increased 
enrollment demanded. Hartley was one of the first high schools of the county 
which met the requirements and was appointed as a normal training school for 
rural school teachers. 


The Catholic church had its beginning in 1890 when Father Sullivan 
of Primghar and Father McCormack of Sheldon attended Hartley. “They 
were accustomed to say Mass in the room over the Gross & Herbst store and 
also in a hall on the south side of the street.

The great pride of early Hartley was in its Soldier’s monument, erect- 
ed by Mr. and Mrs. George W. Schee in 1891. It was unveiled June 4, 
1891, in dedication-day exercises, and an extended program, reunion and 
memorial eulogized by Judge Wailliam Hutchinson, Doctor Hutchins and 
Thomas F. Ward, then an attorney at Primghar. It was truly a county-wide 
occasion. For instance, Capt. Charles F. Albright led two hundred citizens 
from Primghar in a body. Like-sized companies came in procession from ma- 
ny townships and families came from every direction. “lhe Milwaukee train 
alone brought five hundred from Sheldon and Sanborn. A fine military band 
from Hull led the processions. Old soldiers, Sons of Veterans, and Woman's 
Relief Corps, with banners, badge and flags called forth both enthusiasm and 
patriotism. Ihe monument itself, was surrounded during the program, by old 
soldiers, with guards pacing to and fro, guarding the emblems and symbols 
of the army and navy. 
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MONUMENT AFTER IT WAS MOVED TO METHODIST CHURCH LAWN 


Each procession and train was met by committees and bands and_ es- 
corted to the place assigned. The monument was of white bronze, standing 
twenty-eight feet above the ground in height. ‘The figure or statue of a full- 
sized soldier, six feet four inches tall, stood at the top. Its weight, exclusive of 
the foundation, was three thousand pounds, and cost two thousand six hun- 
dred dollars. It was seventy feet around the base, which required four  car- 
load of stone, lime and cement to build. The monument was ornamented on 
the several sides with medalions as follows: Bust of Grant, Lincoln, and Lo- 
gan. The names of all the members of the Hartley Grand Army of the Re- 
public Post, giving the names of companies and regiments, were beautifully 


inscribed. Also the words, “‘Presented to G. A. R. Post and Town of Hart- 
Pai. 
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ley by Mr. and Mrs. George W. Schee,” were inscribed. During the pro- 
gram, in addition to the speeches named, Commander James S. Webster de- 
livered the Proclamation of Peace as an impressive part of the services. The 
Sheldon Male Quartette rendered vocal music. Altogether it was one of the 
great occasions in O’Brien county.

Due to the fact that the country in those early days was almost com- 
pletely open prairie, winters were usually quite severe. About the only tree one 
could find here for miles and miles, except along the streams and rivers, was 
somewhere near the Everly corner. Three things have contributed to the hun- 
dreds of fine groves and parks now seen in the surrounding country. ‘lo plant 
a tree and see it grow is a natural desire. [his becomes both poetry and prose 
when the eye looks over a treeless prairie expanse, or the intense sun calls for 
a shade, or a howling northwest wind demands a shelter, or the cook wants 
some stovewood. 


There was also a federal law providing for tree claims and requiring 
the claimant of land in a new country to plant fourteen acres of trees on a 
quarter section, and to keep them growing in a thrifty conditicn for a given 
number of years. [his produced many of our largest groves. 


‘Then there was a state law of Iowa, passed as an encouragement to 
tree planting, permitting a deduction of one hundred dollars valuation for tax- 
ation purposes for each acre of trees thus planted, if kept in healthy, — thrifty 
condition for a period of ten successive years. ‘lhis doesn’t mean anything 
now as land values are too high but when land was worth about sixteen dol- 
lars an acre and had a taxable value of about four dollars per acre, it can be 
figured that four to five acres of trees would deduct half the taxes on a quar- 
ter section of land, and this grove would be about the right size for other pur- 
poses. There were some instances where the groves planted were large enough 
to keep the farm tax free for a number of years. 
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The winter of 1891 was especially severe as far as the people of Hart- 
ley were concerned. The railroad was the only source by which fuel and the 
necessities of life could be brought into town, and the snows were so severe 
and deep that winter that no trains came through for six weeks, and the set- 
tlers were hard put to survive. 


- At one time in the early history of the town, a preacher was captured by 
the saloon element. He was poorly paid by his church, as the ehurch at that 
time was poor itself. “Che preacher being without the necessities of life at 
home, made application to a farmer near town for help, which was freely giv- 
en. While in town that evening, the farmer told the circumstances in Frank 
Matot’s saloon. Then, as Frank was treasurer of the society, twenty dollars 
Was raised at once, and soon the preacher’s house was liberally supplied. [he 
farmer was raked over the coals by the church, and the preacher was justified 
but resigned. He preached, however, to the other crowd, was paid forty-five 
dollars a month, and the sound of the gospel went out among the sheep out- 


side the fold. 


In 1892, W. P. Briggs came to Hartley to practice law and had the 
reputation of being a good lawyer, a thorough office man, and had the best 
office system of keeping track of his work of any lawyer in the county. 


In 1893, the First National Bank was established by E. ‘T. Broders, 
W. J. Davis, H. T. Broders and J. H. Bordewick. This same group of men 
in 1903 established the co-operating Farmers Savings Bank to meet some 
conditions in the large farming constituency not otherwise provided, it being 
conducted in the same building as the First National Bank. 


In 1894, Claude Charles came to Hartley for the first time. He had 
been editing a paper in Ashton. When he came here, he purchased the Hart- 
ley Record, and began publishing it under a new name, the Hartley Journal. 


According to the Hartley Journal of January 17, 1895, Hartley could 
boast of the following:

Hartley also established a system of waterworks in 1895 at a cost of 


five thousand five hundred dollars. Work was commenced on the water mains 
on November 25, 1897, when the first shovel full of dirt was moved. ‘The 
water tower was raised in 1898. The town obtained its water supply from a 
large well two hundred feet deep, the water being first pumped to a tower 
tank one hundred twenty five feet in height. Like most other towns, Hartley 


had some trying experiences with its water supply; in her case it was quick- 


sand.

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J. T. Conn came to Hartley in 1896 to practice Law. He started prac- 
ticing in Primghar in 1889, served as County Auditor from 1892 to 1894, 


and then served two years as County Attorney belore coming here. 
ph tlt 
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It is seldom a cigar factory is found in a town the size of Hartley, but 
the fact that one was found here is only additional evidence that Hartley leads 
in everything. In 1897, Chas. Bushgens opened a cigar factory. He kept two 
expert cigar makers at work all the time and their well-known brands, New 
License, Cuban Star, La Virginia and Defender were not only known and 
preferred by smokers at home, but were well known and sought after all along 


the Milwaukee Road. 
The German Evangelical Lutheran church, or what is today the Trinity 
Evangelical and Reformed church, was formed in 1899 by Rev. C. Bondig- 


keit of Peterson. The church was incorporated on January 22, 1900, by

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Jacob Warner, Trustees. During 1900 the group purchased the old Metho- 
dist church and moved it to a lot in the northeast part of town. In 1903 the 
church building was completely remodeled. 


In 1899, too, it became necessary because of the increased enrollment 
in our schools, to construct a new building which was completed in 1901. 
Hartley was among the very early towns in the county to have a modern 
brick, up to date school structure. One of the unique features of this first 
brick schoolhouse building was the fact that it had in the third story a mag- 
nificent auditorium, which was used by its citizens, not only in public school 
functions, but for general public audiences. The old frame schoolhouse was 
divided into sections and moved away. One section served for a good many 
years as the Town Hall. Several sections were moved onto the form’ nay 
owned by Clinton Cooper and are still in use. ‘The house and barn are a part 
of the old schoolhouse.

The contract for the right-of-way through Hartley for the Rock Island 
was signed in January of 1900 and forwarded to the railroad company for 
approval. Regular train service started on this road on November | 8th of 
that year. 


In 1901, wooden sidewalks were all the vogue. The width depended 
upon the amount of traffic the walk had to bear. The sidewalks on Main 
Street were made of plank laid on stringers and were eight feet wide. ‘They 
were all constructed on a level with the entrance to the stores and in some in- 
stances were as high as two and one half to three feet above the ground. The 
walks leading away from Main Street, especially to the churches and public 
school were five feet wide, and in the rest of the residential section were four 
feet wide. These walks were constructed of inch boards of varying widths 
laid on two stringers and of course followed ground level. 
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Agitation for Rural Free Delivery started in 1902 and during the fall 
of that year petitions were circulated and forwarded to Washington. As a re- 
sult, Rural Free Delivery was established and the first country mail was de- 
livered on New Years Day of 1903. Our first rural carriers were V. A. 
Wheelock on Route 1, A. A. Holst on Route 2, and D. C. Maass on Route 
eF

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The German Savings Bank was established in 1903 by the following 
men: J. I. Conn, G. E. Knaack, George R. Whitmer, Ralph Hinman, 
George W. McFarland, J. H. Hass, Theodore Miller, John Fick, J. H. 
Voss, George Bader, Henry Ruwe, and William T. Voss. 


Construction of the Opera House was also started during this year and 
was built by Mr. and Mrs. Theo. Miller. The building was a two story af- 
fair constructed entirely of brick with a basement which could be used for 
office or shop space. In fact, there was a Chinese Laundry in the basement

for quite some time. The first floor was used for various purposes. We find 
that these ample quarters were the location of various business enterprises: 
saloons, restaurants, newspaper shop, stores, etc. The second story Was a gor- 
geous affair with a splendid stage complete with dressing rooms, a spacious 
‘main floor at the rear of which was the “Dress Circle’’ which consisted of 
several rows of chairs permanently fastened to a raised platform. | hen there 
were three rooms back of this which were used for various purposes, usually 
cloak rooms. There was a photographer in one of these at one time, and when 
the streets of Hartley were paved, the Paving Company had their offices in 
these rooms. 


Traveling Stock shows were quite common in those early days and quite 
a few of these shows along with vaudeville were presented to the public. A 
large number of dances were also held on the second floor. Some of you can 
probably remember the beautiful girl painted on the wall with a red rose in 
her mouth. 


An annual affair staged at the Opera House was the Kinderfest, a day 
for the kids. On these days families from miles around would come to town 
in buggies and wagons with the children dressed in their Sunday best. ‘The 
children would all buy tickets and were given one number apiece. ‘Then on 
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the stage would be large tables covered with gifts, each one of them num- 
bered. The child would then get the gift which corresponded with his num- 
ber. The boy and girl who drew number | were king and queen for the day 
and received gold watches as a prize. They were dressed in red velvet sash 
and crown and led the Grand Procession of children, two by two, up and 
down Main Street and back to the Hall. The girls, as a rule, had their games 
inside and probably the most exciting one was crock breaking. The girls 
would sit in a large circle, one would volunteer and be blindfolded, then a 
crock was placed in the center of the circle and after turning the girl around 
a few times, she would be given a broom. ‘Then the girl would make several 
wild passes at where she thought the crock would be and if she succeeded in 
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breaking the crock, she received a small prize, usually a dime. ‘The boys 
were usually outside and their most exciting sport was to take turns shooting 
at a wooden bird atop a high pole with a crossbow. If any of them succeeded 
in hitting the bird, they too would receive a small prize, usually an orange. 
After the games were over, the children would all go to the Opera House for 
a couple of hours of dancing. This was indeed a great day for the kids, but 
the unlucky ones were the parents of the king and queen as they had to set 
up a bottle of pop to each one of the children. 


The Fire Department was also organized in 1903 as a volunteer group 
of .six members and Jay Messer was elected the first fire chief.. The town 
owned a hose cart with 200 ‘feet of hose at that time which was pulled by 
hand. Horses were used occasionally, and when they were used, the fire de- 
partment usually seized the nearest team regardless to whom they belonged, 
hooked them up, and went to work. 


By 1904 telephones were quite common and the Hartley telephone ex- 
change had 140 phones in operation. In those early days there were several 
exchanges in the rural areas around Hartley and usually if you wanted to call 
some one in the rural areas, you would have to go through one of the rural 
exchanges to reach them. People did not have definite numbers or rings then, 
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but those who lived on any one line made up their system.of signals or rings 
so they would know who was being called. 


The signal tower at the junction of the Milwaukee and Rock Island rail- 
roads was built in 1906 and remained in service until blown over by a severe 
storm in 1927. Then the automatic signals were installed which are in use 
today. 


By 1907 the two newspapers in Hartley, the Journal and the Herald, 
decided the town was not large enough for two newspapers so they decided to 
combine. They did and continued in operation as the Hartley Journal under 
the previous editor of the Journal, I. A. Dove. 
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ENGINE ROOM OF FIRST LIGHT PLANT 


Hartley is especially proud of its excellent and up-to-date lighting sys- 
tem. The first plant was installed just across the street from the present plant 
in 1908, at a total cost of thirty-five thousand dollars. ‘The first lights were 
turned on February 9, 1909. The original plant consisted of one 80 horse- 
power engine, of the Munzel patent, driving a 50 Kilowatt 110-220 volt dir- 
ect current generator. It was a beauty and would pull for a long number of 
hours an excess load of 20 horsepower. [he engine was the gas-producer 
model using gas produced in special tanks by coke, coal and water, and had 
a great advantage over the gasoline engines. Then later on, as the demand for 
current increased, a 50-60 Alamo oil burning engine driving a 30 Kilowatt 
generator was added. A 132 cell storage battery was also in- 
stalled to help carry the load. The streets were also brightly illuminated and 
the whole system was a success. 


For several years talk was rather rampant about an inter-urban running 
from Sioux City through Hartley to the lakes area through Arnolds Park to 
Spirit Lake. A franchise was finally granted to the Sioux City-Spirit Lake 
Railway Co. to pass through the streets and alleys of Hartley at a special el- 
ection in January of 1909. The vote stood 124 in favor and 16 against. 
However, the project fizzled out, the railway was never built, and we heard 
no more about it. One cannot help but feel that the project would have been a 
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success if it had been carried out as it would have set up ideal connections for 
us and other towns along the proposed route between Sioux City and Spirit 


Lake.

The year 1909 also saw several other events of importance. The Hart- 
ley Volunteer Fire Department staged their first annua} Ball on March 5th. 
‘The Hand Hospital, now occupied by Drs. Peterson and Brown, was estab- 
lished by Dr. W. C. Hand. The St. Paul’s Evangelical church was organ- 
ized in 1909 and Rey. Schrien was installed as pastor. In July of 1910, the 
cornerstone was laid to start the structure of a new church which was dedi- 
cated in December of that year. This church is now used by the Christian Re- 
formed Church. 
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SAME HOUSE REMODELED AND CONVERTED INTO A HOSPITAL 


The old Commercial House, Hartley’s first hotel, was eventually moved 
to about where Brand’s shoe store is now located. It was used for a variety 
of purposes and finally wound up in the hands of George “‘Hinky Dink”’ 
Lehmann under whom it served as the Hotel George for some time. While 
there he began experimenting with Motion Pictures as a pastime. He pur- 
chased a projector and used the building across the street as a screen. ‘Then 
after Hartley went dry he used part of the first floor as a movie house, the 
Lyric. Most of the pictures then were complete in one reel and the projectors 
were run by hand and were silent movies, of course. After the show was over, 
there would be a recess while the patrons moved out and a new group was 
ushered in. By that time the reels would be rewound and the second show 
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would be ready to start. Ed. Miller handled most of the projector operation 
for “‘Hinky Dink.’’ As time went on, some of our neighboring towns began 
to have Sunday movies and a little pressure was put on Lehmann to do the 
same. Here is a copy of the letter he wrote to the Mayor and Council for 
permission to do so. 


The Hon. Mayor & City Council, 
Of the Town of Hartley, 


Gentlemen, 


Enclosed you will find a few Clippings from certain Papers 
allowing Moving Pictures to be run on Sundays, so I thought that 
I would ask the Hon. Board & Mayor to grant me the Permission 
to run on Sunday Evenings, as the Public is demanding it, they 
come to my Place every Sunday and want me to run a Show for 
them & I hate to refuse them but it hurts my Business to do so, so I 
would take this measure to find out and get permission to run, If 
the Hon. Board & Mayor would not like to give the Permission 
would you as a Body be willing to leave it to a Vote of the Hart- 
ley Citizens, providing I am willing to stand the Expence to have a 
Special Election, now I know it would be a good thing for Hart- 
ley to have a good Show on Sunday as it would keep a _ lot of 
young People out of Mischief and keep them off the Streets at 
Night, Sanborn can run a Show any Sunday they feel like running, 
why not Hartley as long as the People wani it, It would make it 
better for the Restaurants and the Farming community as_ they 
would have time to come in on Sunday to come in and see a Show, - 
People are asking for it and not give them the right to come & see 
a good Show if they feel like coming, Hoping the above Hon. 
Board & Mayor will grant me this Permission, I Remain,

Needless to say, the petition was not granted and Sunday movies were 
still some distance in the future. 


The year 1912 also saw some changes in the business section. O. E. 
Horst put up the building now occupied by Ketelsen Hardware and had a 
novel feature in an elevator which operated between the first floor and the 
basement. F. J. Janson built the building now used by Dr. F. E. Parker and 
used the same as a Photographic Gallery. August Feldhahn erected a new 
harness shop which today is owned by John Rochel and is the site of the 
present Post Office. P. A. Leese put up the building now occupied by the 
Light Plant, but at that time it was to be used for storage space and was oc- 
cupied by Ed. Johnson as a garage. C. A. Charles returned to Hartley dur- 
ing 1912 and began publishing the Sentinel. His first issue of this paper came 
out the first week in June, so for a while, Hartley had two newspapers again. 


In 1913, the Palmquist Auto Co. building was erected and is now oc- 
cupied by Bethke Implement. The Johnson and Messer building was also 
built and is now used by the Newel Motor Co.

The year 1914 also saw the beginning of World War I which was 
eventually to involve almost every nation in the world. 


In 1915, Julius Eichner built a tailoring shop. Chas. Albright remod- 
eled the old Hotel George and started up a movie house which was placed 
under the management of George Lehmann. The Receiving Vault and Cha- 
pel was also built by the Cemetery Association. The Sewer System was also 
under installation and was completed in 1916. 


On Good Friday, April 6, 1917, the United States declared War on 
Germany and we were in. The signal bell on the Milwaukee crossing on Main 
Street was also installed. 


In April of 1918, the following notice appeared in the Hartley Sen- 
tinel: “‘In accordance with the true American spirit of the officers, directors 
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and the employees of the German Savings Bank of Hartley, a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors was called Thursday morning, March 28, 
1918, and it was unanimously decided that the name of this popular banking 
institution should be changed from the German Savings Bank to the Iowa 
Savings Bank and that the change should be made as soon as possible, which 
will be on or before the first day of July. This action was not taken from 
any clamor on the part of the depositors of the public but simply from the 
fact that the officers and directors wish to publish to the world at large that 
its every drop of blood and its every resource is American and that not one 
item should be carried within or without which might lead the world to mis-- 
judge at this time of national peril. The officers believe every person worthy 
of living under and being entitled to the protection of the American flag 
should lay aside his all and give his full allegiance to this land of liberty and 
freedom and to aid fully in this great war for a world wide democracy. These 
sentiments alone are responsible for the change in name, and the action of its 
management will have the hearty approval of the people of our land and of 
this community.” In other words, Hartley and all her institutions are Ameri- 
can first, last and to the bitter end. 


Hartley received several false notices as did all other towns on the end 
of the War, but finally on Monday, November | 1, 1918, the German dele- 
gates signed the Armistice which brought an end to hostilities. On Armis- 
tice Day, Hartley was turned topsy-turvey by the wildest celebration in its 
history. The delirium of joy which greeted the real news of the war's grand 
finale began at 4:30 o’clock that morning and steadily increased as the day 
wore on. With the first tooting of the whistles, crowds began to pour down 
town and later the clamor of church and school bells spread the glad tidings 
to all parts of the city. By 8:00 o'clock, it was a crowd; by 10:00 o'clock 
it was a throng; by noon it was a mob beating dishpans, blowing horns and 
waving flags. There was no semblance of order in the solid mass of human- 
ity which surged through the streets. Business was abandoned; stores, banks, 
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offices and schools were closed. In the forenoon there was a parade of all the 
school children headed by the Superintendent and teachers. In the early 
morning hours a big demonstration of the “‘Kaiser’’ in effigy was pulled off. 
In the afternoon, a parade was formed by some of the Orders or Lodges. The 
Band was headed by the hearse containing the remains of the ‘Kaiser,’’ and 
“Uncle Sam”’ wearing the Dove of Peace was riding on the front of the 
hearse. The parade formed around the flagstaff, which used to be at the hotel 
intersection, where speeches were made by several of our prominent business 
people, and songs were shouted by the people. ‘Ihe doors of the hearse were 
then opened and a fee of twenty-five cents was charged for a farewell look at 
the “‘Kaiser.’” Over $100 was taken in which was turned over to the War Re- 
lief Fund. Afterwards the remains of the ‘Kaiser’? were burned. In this 
great joy, dignity was forgotten, women and men beat upon dishpans and 
gaily yelled the Kaiser to perdition. In fact everyone who was deaf to the 
whistles and the idea of a peace celebration, joined in the general rejoicing in 
the parade which surged up and down the streets. May that great day of re- 
joicing and-felicitation, and the engendering of our era of good feeling which 
may be the richest heritage of that generation and one of the blessings of the 
awful world war go down in history as the greatest day Hartley has ever 
known.

Eventually the people of Hartley decided that they wanted something 
to travel over besides mud. Up until that time the streets were graded but 
never graveled. In fact, graveled roads had never been heard of around here 
and were first introduced on our country roads several years later. hey had 
experimented with oil which was very unsatisfactory and costly to some of 
our residents. It seems that the process of oiling our streets started just before 
a big celebration and as the bulk of the events took place at the hotel corner, 
row on row of planks placed on brick were set up for the spectators. As the 
people flocked in they walked over the oiled streets, across the planks and 
finally sat down. When the program was over, many dresses, suits and coats 
were soiled from a coating of oil and the cleaning shops did a huge — volume 
of business, but most of the clothes were ruined. This ended the oiled street 
idea. Consequently centracts were let and the paving of our streets began in 
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1919 and was completed in 1921. A lot of local help was used in the project, 
but progress was slow. There always seemed to be some difficulty in getting 
the material for paving, such as car shortage, weather conditions at the point 
of loading, strikes which caused help shortage in the loading process and other 
reasons. One of the things, however, that we can be thankful for is the fact 
that the mayor and city council at that insisted on paving as many streets as 
they did. As a result, we find that practically every street on which we find 
residences today is paved. ‘They realized that the cost-of paving would be 
prohibitive and also that it would be almost impossible to have. paving com- 
panies come to town to pave two or three blocks at a time later on. 


On Friday, June 27, 1919, the Iowa Savings Bank went into the Re- 
ceivers hands, much to the consternation of its many depositors. [he Security 
Savings Bank was incorporated with the following directors: W. W. Arther- 
holt, Wm. Briggs, M. S. Metcalf, J. H. Daly and J. H. Archer. It was or- 
ganized by out of town men to take the place of the defunct lowa Savings 
Bank and opened for business on October |. 


The Farmers Co-operative Shipping Association was organized early in 
1920 by Otto Kruse, W. E. McNeil, George J. Smoll, Will Treimer, J. T. 
Velin, Otto Albert and J. T. Powell. The general nature of the business of 
this corporation was to be buying, selling and handling of grain, coal, lumber, 
livestock and all other farm produce and supplies; also the operation of flour 
and feed mills and the purchase and sale of products thereof; also to act in 
the capacity of a general commission house to purchase, erect, operate, main- 
tain and control warehouses, elevators, mills and buildings of every descrip- 
tion, and to retain, sell, convey, lease, mortgage, encumber and improve such 
real estate, buildings and personal property as the business of the company 
might require; also to prepare and publish such statements, bulletins or peri- 
cdicals, and to do all other acts, not contrary to the statutes of the state, as 
might be necessary to the proper carrying out of the purposes herein stated, on 
the co-operative plan as provided by law. The authorized capital stock of this 
corporation was to be $500.00 divided into 250 shares of $2.00 each, and 
no stockholder was to own more than five shares of stock. The Board of Dir- 
ectors were elected by the stockholders from their own number annually. 


Another Association similar to this one was organized later in the same 
year and was started by the following men: E. F. Bader, Ralph Magee, H. 
H. Dutton, Wm. Wolters, Carl Riessen, Geo. Jochums and John O'Grady. 


It was organized as a competitive group to the one formed earlier in the year. 


Dr. C. F. Cashman built his hospital in 1920, and Frank Vilimek’s 
bakery business had expanded to a point where he needed larger quarters. He 
put up the: building where Russell’s Bakery is now located and moved _ his 
equipment and machinery over. George Kunkle put up the dry cleaning plant 
now occupied by the Modern Cleaners to replace the one destroyed by fire a 
few years before. 


The County Board set March 19,1920, as the day for receiving bids 
for the paving of Highway 18 through O’Brien County which called for 
237,504 square yards of paving. Paving on that highway began the same 
year. 

The cable for street lights in Hartley was laid in the summer of 1920, 
but the iron poles were not put up on Main Street until the following — year. 
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Soin 1921, the new “White Way” came into existence and again Hartley 
came up with the best, most brightly illuminated system of street lighting in 
this part of the state. 


The town had moved the light plant to its present location several years 
previously and on January 7, 1922, fire broke out. The fire was very intense 
because of the oil used in the plant and the machines were put out of opera- 
tion, the roof burned away and most of the steel girders holding the roof were 
twisted to some extent,‘although most of them are still in use. The building 
was temporarily rebuilt and one engine was salvaged and put into use again 
after a period of three weeks. A mass meeting was held in the Opera House 
to discuss whether the town should go ahead and rebuild the plant and con- 
tinue as before, or whether they should hook onto a High Line for their elec- 
tricity. It seems that a representative of every High Line operating anywhere 
near Hartley was here trying to convince the community that it was foolish to 
have their own plant. “The meeting served no purpose as there was no clean 
cut decision made. Consequently, construction was begun on a new engine, 
but the old one gave up the ghost before the new one was completed. ‘Thus, 
during the winter of 1922 and 1923 kerosene lamps came into vogue again. 
In 1923 the new plant went into operation with the new Diesel type Alternat- 
ing Current engines. |his was a wise move although at that time, the change 
over from D.C. to A. C. current meant a large expense to the homeowner, 
as the electrical equipment previously installed was worthless in every home 
and had to be changed over. This, along with the paving and sewer  assess- 
ments was more than a lot of people could afford to pay, and the  contro- 
versy was hot and heavy for some time. 


Fred Meiske built the Poultry House which was later taken over by 
the Selby Produce Co. and eventually by the Fairmont Creamery Co. Matt 
Frambach and Elmer Neebel started manufacturing the T-Grip ‘Vire Chain 
which became a very popular chain, far superior to anything on the market. 
It is interesting to note that Matt Frambach cast the machines himself — that 
were used in their factory. 


The year 1922 also saw the coming of the first radio to Hartley. Chas. 
Conaway purchased one at Orlando, Florida, while he was there on vacation. 
Upon his arrivel home, he erected a radio service station which would reach 
clear to New York, at his home just south of the tracks. 


In 1923, the Cemetery Association paved the south road into the ceme- 
tery from the gate to the Chapel. The Hartley Star started publication and 
Hartley had two newspapers again. It set up its press in the Opera House 
building. The Ewoldt & Melvin Meat Market was built and is now used by 
the Gamble Store under C. A. Butler. The Rex Theatre was moved by EI- 
mer Neebel to the north side of the first floor of the Opera House. Mr. Nee- 
bel scheduled a Sunday show for December 2, but it aroused so much contro- 
versy that the performance was indefinitely postponed. Then on December 
17th, a special election was held on Sunday movies. ‘The issue carried by a 
vote of 350 for and 130 against. Mr. Neebel expressed his appreciation to 
the public by throwing open the doors of the Rex Theatre and giving a free 
show that night. “Thus, Sunday movies which had been suggested years be- 
fore by George “Hinky Dink’’ Lehmann finally became a reality. 


In 1924 the local Post Office was advanced from third class to second 
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class on July 1. The Opera House was partially destroyed by fire supposed tog 
have started somewhere near a new furnace which had been installed in the 
basement for use by the Rex Theatre. 


The ruins of the Opera House were cleaned up the following year. A 
good portion of the better seats were sold to the Public School for use in the 
auditorium. The stage scenery was also donated to the school by the owner, 
P. A. Leese. Elmer Neebel moved the seats and equipment for the theater 
out of the Opera House and set up an Airdome Theatre on the spot where 
the Legion Club now stands. Construction then went ahead on the Leese 
Block with the new Capitol Theatre opening on July 30 under the manage- 
ment of C. H. Sartorius. It was completely modern and had many new fea- 
tures not found in any theater for miles around, The Leese Block was com- 
pletely finished in September. 


The year 1925 also saw another event of great importance. Although 
actual construction had started several weeks before, the Cornerstone of the 
Legion Hall was laid on Saturday, July 11, with Frank Miles of Des 
Moines, editor of the Iowa Legionnaire, as guest speaker for the occasion. 
Lou “Mitt’’ Fick set the cornerstone after a box containing the roster of the 
Arthur W. Kirchhoff Post members of 1925, a list of the deceased mem- 
bers, a copy of the previous week’s Sentinel containing the notice of the laying 
of the stone, and a copy of the subscription list had been sealed and placed in 
the base. Dr. W. C. Hand, as president of the board of directors, then de- 
clared the stone officially placed. The Band then led a parade of those 
present to the school ground, where the program was held in the shade of the 
trees instead of at the actual site as originally planned because of the exces- 
sive heat. The Hall was officially dedicated in appropriate ceremonies on 
November || of 1925 with the address of the day delivered by George W. 
Pritchard of Onawa, District Legion Committeeman of the Eleventh District. 
A big opening night dance was staged that evening, music being furnished by 
the Cliff Mandy Orchestra. 


In 1926, a new 240 horsepower Diesel engine was installed in the light 
plant as the demand for electricity increased. A Reo speed wagon fire truck 
was also purchased for use on country fires. It was found that the insurance 
on the one truck already in use cancelled out whenever the truck went outside 
the city limits. 


The Hartley State Bank closed its doors on November 10. This was 
presumably caused by heavy withdrawals the previous day as news of the 
failure of the McCord string of banks scattered fear through the community. 
The investments of the bank were sound but could not be converted immedi- 
ately into ready money. 


The First National Bank, in trying to avert failure and heavy runs by 
the depositors, later on in the same month, secured waivers from their deposit- 
ors for 90 percent of their deposits. ‘They were asked to waive on 25 percent 
of their deposits for six months and on the balance or 75 percent for eighteen 
months. However, the move failed to avert the disaster and on March 22, 
1927, the First National Bank and its affiliate, the Farmers Savings Bank, 
closed their doors. This left Hartley with just one bank, the Security Savings 
Bank. 
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The year 1927 also saw a severe storm as a tornado ripped a_ path a 
half a block wide through the west section of town, doing a considerable 
amount of damage. The T-Grip Tire Chain factory went out of existence 
here, supposedly moved to Omaha, and the U-Grip chain was manufactured 
here instead under the same management. 


In 1928, the Dougherty Storage & Van Co. of Sioux City made  ap- 
plication to establish a truck line for the transportation of freight between 
Sioux City and towns adjacent to Lake Okoboji. Hartley was to be one of 
the towns served. This plan was objected to, however, not only by the Mil- 
waukee Railroad, but also by C. Corrow of Spencer who was already oper- 
ating a freight hauling line. Needless to say, when the application was brought 
before the reviewing board, it was turned down. 


1928 was also the year of the big fire in Hartley. Fire broke out in the 
Huntting Elevator, and with a strong southeast wind blowing, it was feared 
for some time that the entire business district would go. The Huntting elevator 
was located some distance east of its present site. he elevator, the old Hart- 
ley Lumber Co. sheds which fortunately were empty, the old Henry Mohr 
Feed Store which was used for storage purposes, and the Dirk Ringer garage 
went up in flames. Both the Sheldon and Spencer fire departments were 
called and came, although the Sheldon fire truck broke down about three 
miles west of town and didn’t quite manage to get here. It was only by a Her- 
culean effort on the part of the firemen and the citizens of the town that the 
business district was saved. Because of the strong wind, burning embers were 
flying all over the place, and men were stationed on the roofs of the various 
business places to put out the small fires as they started. The fire was so in- 
tense that the business men had their important papers, records and things of 
value ready to move out, and the guests at the Hotel, becoming alarmed, had 
dressed and taken their belongings out of the hotel. “The Huntting Elevator 
Co. later on purchased the elevator it now uses from Chas. Pavik, who was 
operating an elevator here at that time. 


The American Legion also staged the big Indian Pow Wow as a part 
of their celebration that year. “[wo hundred Indians, the majority of whom 
came from the Crowfoot Indian Reservation at Fort Thompson, South Dako- 
ta, were brought to Hartley..A field of 60 to 70 acres was necessary for this 
event and it was staged north of town, north of the big grove on the farm now 

‘owned by John Beck. The Indians staged various games and races, depicted 
the Indian mode and ways of life, and acted out the Spirit Lake Massacre as 
a part of their performance. 


The Miller Bros., gravel contractors, also set up their winter quarters 
here for several years. They represented a small town themselves, as they had 
three modern homes, an office and dining room, a cook shack, a general re- 
pair shack, their own electric light plant and about 12 cabins all on wheels. 
They had from twenty to thirty trucks, two loaders or conveyors, twenty dump 
wagons, several tractors, 50 to 70 head of horses and mules and 45 to 60 
men. During the winter, all their equipment would be checked over and re- 
paired and made ready for the coming season. 


Reports were rampant, too, that the School House should be  con- 
demned, that it was a dangerous place to send our children, that it was apt to

cave in at any time. The School Board put seven heavy rods through — the 
walls of the building from east to west between the floors of the upper stories 
during Christmas vacation and an inspector was called in to make a report. 
His report was not bad although he recommended that the east wall be re- 
built during the following summer and that no more basketball be played on 
the third floor until more structural support could be furnished or added. 


The Security Savings Bank purchased the old First National bank 
building and moved in on April 1, 1929. This year also saw the coming of 
the first Talkie to Hartley at the Capitol Theatre. ‘““The Voice of the City” 
was the name of the feature and it was shown on Sunday, April Ist, before 
a large crowd. The local Legion Post entertained the Eleventh District Leg- 
ion Convention that year. ‘The small currency was also put into circulation 
during 1929 and the “horse blanket’ currency gradually went out of use. 


In 1930, our first Junior Legion baseball team was organized and 
sponsored by the local Legion Post. Uheir first game was played at Sanborn 
on Monday evening, June 30, with the local team winning by a score of 7 to 
5. A. F. Palmquist also set up an 18 hole miniature golf course where the 
Hebbel Furniture store is now located. Lights were installed so the game 
could be played both day and might. Forty-eight was par for the course and 
was tough to make. Several tournaments were held on this popular golf 
course. [his year also saw the razing of the building which housed the first 
school in Hartley and which was one of the oldest landmarks of the early 
days. It had been used at various times as a general store, cafe, school, :stor- 
age building and finally as an ice house. 


In 1931, Art Wells started a freight truck line between Sioux City and 
Hartley serving the intervening towns with the above named towns as the ter- 
minals. The route followed Highway |8 to Perkins Corner and then 75 to 
Sioux City and gave us better service to that point. Deliveries were made on 
Monday, Wednesday and Saturday with no service on holidays. The Thorpe 
Well Co. also sank a second test well as the water supply ran out. 


1932 saw the beginning of the Farmers Holiday Movement. We were’ 
in the midst of a depression and times were really tough — nothing seemed to 
be in balance. The farmer’s produce was of practically no value whatsoever 
and would bring nothing back in return. The commodities we had to buy 
were too high in proportion to the prices we received. Many farmers were 
losing their farms on mortgage foreclosures and a general feeling of unrest 
and dissatisfaction at existing conditions was generally becoming more evident. 
Most of the farms were mortgaged to federal land banks and insurance com- 

‘panies, and Governor Turner of Iowa called a meeting to try to iron out the 
several difficulties. One of the decisions was, that if the farmers would co- 
operate and try to work themselves out of their difficulties, no foreclosures 
would be made. However, this was no good, as it was up to the mortgage 
holder to determine whether the farmers were co-operating or not. Conse- 
quently, the situation went from bad to worse, with several mob scenes and 
near riots developing before conditions finally became better. 


The Security Savings Bank declared a Bank Holiday on November Ist 


to prevent heavy runs on the bank. ‘They then staged a drive to get waivers 
signed by the depositors on November | 7th, but the drive failed and_ the 
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Bank went into the receivers’ hands just before the expiration of the Holiday, 
and Hartley was without a bank of any kind. Several propositions were pre- 
sented to the business men of Hartley and at a general meeting, they decided 
to invite the Security State Bank of Sutherland to come in. The decision was 
to invite this bank to come in for window service for 30 days with the under- . 
standing that, if at the end of that time services were satisfactory, they would 
be backed for a charter. Consequently, the officers of the bank at Sutherland 
opened a window in the offices occupied by the Treimer Insurance Agency 
and gave the residents of Hartley and the surrounding country all the bank- 
ing facilities with the exception of loans and no charges were made for cash- 
ing checks. 


The Milwaukee Railroad which had been running two passenger trains 
each way daily, decided to take one set of trains out of service and Hartley 
was left with but one mail train each way per day.. 


Postal Savings was established in Hartley on July 1, 1933: The 76ers 
were organized as a follow up group to the Farmers Holiday movement. Four 
men held up the Hansen Service Station after having their car filled with gas- 
oline and then moved over to the Dooley Wagner Lunch Room and held up 
that place. They had to crack one of the patrons over the head with a revol- 
ver when he protested too vehemently. ‘They leisurely robbed the till while one 
of the four remained outside to remove the distributor caps from the parked 
cars there to prevent any possible pursuit. When he had finished his job, _ the 
patrons were ordered to lie on the floor, their pockets were then rifled and the 


robbers left. 


The Security State Bank was granted a charter and opened for business 
in the old Security Savings Bank building. Flood lights were installed. on the 
Athletic field and appropriate ceremonies were held on opening night. ‘The 
Hartley Municipal Band broke into a snappy march as the lights were turned 
on for the first ttme. Mayor Ewoldt threw the first ball in the opening game 
between Mann’s Millers and the Forgotten Men. More lights were added 
later and High School football was played at night under the lights for the 
first time in the fall of 1933. 
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The unemployment situation was becoming very grave all over the 
country and conditions were no better here. Sheldon started a paving project 
with each town in the county given a quota of men which they could furnish. 
‘Twenty-two men was our quota and we had no trouble furnishing men who 
were eager to work. In fact, many more than that number were eager to go. 


In 1934, The School Board purchased the present Athletic field. It 
was not as large then, however. It extended from alley to alley, and the Town 
of Hartley deeded the street which ran through the middle of the tract to the 
school district when the block was purchased. It cost the amazing sum of 
$1,000. The interior of the Capitol Theatre was completely remodeled for 
100 percent sound reception as it seemed that talking pictures were here to 
stay. The three Diesel engines at the Light Plant were completely rebuilt. 


Another event of 1934 which attracted a large crowd and was of  in- 
terest to young and old alike, was the Standard Oil Live Power parade. It 
was a part of their advertising program. [he wild animals, the ones which the 
world recognizes as the primitive animals, were amazing reproductions mount- 
ed on circus trucks. “The mechanical construction permitted each animal to 
move the head, legs and body as the caravan wended its way through the 
streets of Hartley. No previous amusement and advertising had ever been 
conceived that equalled the originality, picturesqueness and magnitude of this 


Mardi Gras on wheels. 


During 1935 burglars broke into two of our business places. Both ap- 
peared to be leisurely robberies in that the culprits seemed to take all the 
time they wanted in picking out the things they wanted. The Hub Clothing 
store was entered during the night and twenty four suits were stolen, but they 
were all taken from the higher priced stock and all ranged in size from 37 to 
39, The cheaper suits were not touched. The Newel Garage was also broken 
into and here again the thieves took their time in selection. ‘They took about 
fifteen tires, a case of Prestone and sundry automobile accessories. They had 
more tires picked out to take, but evidently became frightened at something 


and left. 


The local School Board was advised by the state inspector that -they 
would have to erect a new building or make the school building they were 
using safe and then enlarge it, due to the increased enrollment. A special elec- 
tion was held on July 8th, on the issuance of bonds to the sum of $66,000 
for the erection of a new school building. The issue carried by a vote of 290 
to 134 or 68 percent. ‘The printing and sale of the bonds depended on a 
grant of 45 percent of the cost of the new structure combined with monies on 
hand in the school treasury. As soon as the matter of the grant could be set- 
tled, bids were to be called for and the bonds sold. The new building was to 
be fireproof and furnish adequate room for both and high school requirements 
well into the future. Finally on September 28th, word came through that 
Hartley would receive a Federal grant of $62,000 for the erection of the 
school building, the most important requirement being that work must be un- 
derway by December 15th of that year. The Board immediately got busy to 
comply in every detail with the provisions of the grant. Arrangements had to 
be made to house the various grades, as time did not permit the Board to call 
a special election to buy a new site. The Kindergarten was housed in the 
apartment at the rear of the Capitol Theatre; the first, second and fifth 
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grades were placed in the West Evangelical church; the third and fourth 
grades in the basement of the Lutheran church, Mannual Training in the 
basement of the Adams Drug store; and the high schcol was located in the 
Legion Hall. The Board was given wonderful cooperation in their housing 
problem. The bonds were sold on October 11th. The bids were received on 
November Ist, and contracts were officially awarded on the 12th of that 


month. Wrecking of the old building began then on December 2nd, 1935. 


The winter of 1935 and 1936 was the winter of the heavy snows. 
Snowfall was heavier than normal all winter and by the end of. January, the 
Boy Scouts had constructed twelve bird stations and established fifteen feed- 
ing stations. They had also fed about 1200 pounds of grain and grain screen- 
ings. Along with this, many farmers were taking care of the birds themselves, 
so the actual bird loss was not as heavy here as elsewhere in the state. “Then 
came the month of February and blizzard after blizzard. It seemed that the 
people would dig themselves out of one snowstorm and along came another 
one. Traffic of all kinds was stopped, coal shortages developed and coal had 
to be rationed. Schools were closed, not only here, but all over the northern 
half of the state. The Rock Island especially could not send a train for quite 
some time. ‘They finally sent one up from Gowrie with nine cars of coal. 
When they reached Hartley, they had two cars left billed for Sibley. “They 
managed to get stuck for some time north of Hartley and ran out of both 
coal and water. They came back to Hartley for water and had to use part of 
the coal they were hauling to Sibley for fuel. Then in the early spring of 
1936, a very severe tornado came through and destroyed much property and 
took several lives. It came down about seven miles northeast of Hartley at 
the John Steinbeck home and traveled northeast. 


The laying of bricks for the new schoolhouse was started that — spring. 
The cornerstone for the new Trinity church was laid on Sunday, June 28th, 
and later on, a severe windstorm blew down the framework and the roof of 
that structure and it had to be rebuilt. During the summer a belated Golden 
Jubilee celebration was held with the Jay Gould Attractions putting on the 
free performances and the Thomas Attractions furnishing the Midway. A 
balloon ascension was also staged. 


During the fall, as the rooms of the new schoolhouse were completed, 
they started moving the grades back, and by November 30, all the moving 
was done and students were at home again in a building of their own. The 
new Trinity church was dedicated in fitting ceremonies on December | 3th, 


1936. 
Early in 1937, the Quality Cafe, operated by Eric Roth, was robbed 


one night about 10:30 in the evening. Four men came in with revolvers and 
sawed off shotguns and the patrons along with the employees were herded in- 
to the basement. They were then robbed, the till was emptied and a slot ma- 
chine was taken with them when they left. About $150 was taken. 


On Friday evening, March 12, in an impressive program, the new Hart- 
ley school was dedicated. Dr. E. A. Gilmore, president of the University of 
Iowa, delivered the dedicatory address before a crowd of about one thousand 
people. People came from a wide area of northwest Iowa to attend the cere- 
mony. Congratulatory messages were received from both the county Superin-

tendent of Schools, Mrs. Margaret Mann, and the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Miss Agnes Samuelson. 


The Ninth District American Legion and Auxiliary convention was held 
here in October of 1937. A colorful parade of floats was staged in the after- 
noon and the Ladies Dnill team of Sac City gave a beautiful street drill ac- 
companied by the crack Worthington Drum Corps of thirty-five members. 
The Monahan Post Band of Sioux City and the Lake Park High School 
Band were other out of town organizations present. The principal address 
was given by James I. Dolliver, the Department Commander. 


Another event of great importance was the organization of the Bachelors 
Club for self protection. Their first meeting was held on November 18, and 
was organized to band them together for their mutual protection and enjoy- 
ment. Their first officers were: President, Ingwer Hansen; Vice President, 
John Hirt; Secretary- Treasurer, Edward Knaack. The Board of Governors 
consisted of Ralph Blomgren, Sam Leibsohn, Art Lage and Harvey Pohl- 
mann along with the officers already mentioned. ‘The club, which had been 
under consideration for several weeks previously, nearly went on the rocks 
when Orlie Schlarbaum, who had been one of its early agitators, deserted 
and hied himself to the altar. 


In February of 1938, the Sentinel was taken over by W. R. Vezina 
and Bruce Bye, who came here from St. Croix Falls, Wisconsin. “The Cen- 
tral Iowa Telephone Co. purchased and took over the operation and manage- 
ment of the local telephone exchange. “The O’Brien County Rural Electric 
Co-operative lines were established and the local plant undertook to furnish 
part of the current used. “The American Legion sponsored the bringing to 
Hartley of the: White Horse Patrol. Over 10,000 people were on hand to 


watch their performance which lasted nearly two hours. 


The Sectional Corn Husking contest was also held here on the Wm. 
Treimer farm, north of town, during the fall of 1938. The day of the con- 
lest was an ideal day, which probably cut down on the attendance, but at

that, there were 3,090 people here for the day. Congressman Vincent Har- 
‘ington fired the opening gun in the contest, and the Hon. George Wilson of 
Des Moines fired the closing gun. Arthur Van Gelder of Ocheyedan was the 
winner of the husking contest. An old time dance was held at Neebel’s 
Danceland, while a new time dance was coer Bae at the Legion Hall on the 
evening of that day. 4 a)

In the spring of 1939, Orlan Ott made quite a name for himself and 
the community by going all the way to the finals of the Chicago Golden 
Gloves tournament before losing. He was chosen as a member of the Chicago 
team in competition with a team from Europe. ‘The Hartley-Sutherland road 
was widened to 80 feet and it was necessary to buy 7 feet on each side of the 
road. Women over |6 years of age were compelled to buy fishing licenses for 
the first time if they wanted to fish in state owned lakes. 


The year 1939 also saw the first supervised playground for the children 
of Hartley during the summer months. The voters again went to the polls to 
decide whether the community should grant the Peoples Natural Gas Co. of 
Omaha a franchise or not. The issue carried in favor of the gas company by 
a vote of 291 for and 146 against. [he vote, however. did not prohibit any 
other gas company from coming to town. The Council also made application 
tc the W. P. A. for slightly over 5,000 square yards of concrete sidewalks. 
The application had to be made for units of lot width which allowed for no 
patching and the cost was to be $14 per unit of 50 feet. The application to 
the W. P. A. was approved and 10,000 square feet, about two thirds of 
what was asked for, was allowed at a cost of 7 cents per square foot. Any- 
one wanting their sidewalks replaced had to apply to the city clerk. 


The coal sheds of both the Botsford and J. F. Anderson yards on the rail- 
road right of way burned, and for a time it was thought that the bulk gasoline 
tanks would go. A bucket brigade put out the small fires as they started on 
the Milwaukee depot roof. ‘The Hartley Sentinel moved into their new quar- 
ters during the year. The Worthington Creamery Co. also erected a new 
building for their produce operations. 
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A District Corn Husking contest was held here in October of 1939 and 
the W. F. Kramme farm was selected as the site. A Band Contest was ar- 
ranged for all of northwest-Iowa as a part of the festivities with $100 of- 


fered as prize money. Radio station KSCJ arranged for a ‘“‘play by play” 
broadcast from the field. Orville Radke of Storm Lake won the husking con-

test. Nearly 2400 tickets were sold at the two dances held that evening. The 
current was also turned on over the R. E. A. lines this year. 


During 1940, the Selken Suburban Grocery opened for business. “The 
Legion Hall was remodeled so that the front of the building could be used for 
business offices. The first steps toward creating a park and a park develop- 
ment program for the city of Hartley were taken when a special election was 
held to vote on the Council’s Ordinance to that effect. The vote was 306 to 
157 in favor, and a park board was appointed immediately consisting of E. 
U. Thomas, A. F. Hansen and L. G. Newel. The voters also granted a 


twenty-five year franchise to the Central Iowa Telephone Co. by a vote of 


413 to 147. 


The District Corn Husking contest was again held in Hartley and the 
George Groen farm was chosen for the site. A mammoth parade of floats was 
staged during the day and the Lake Park High School Band, which was 
gaining quite a reputation, also came down to play during the festivities. El- 
mer Lawman of Rodman won the husking contest. ‘The principal speakers 
were Governor Wilson of Iowa and John K. Valentine, the gubernatorial as- 
pirant from the Democratic ranks. An unexpected highlight of the occasion 
was the appearance of Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., who also gave a short talk. 
Approximately 10,000 people were present for the contest and nearly 2,000 
attended the two dances in the evening. 
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Six deaths, untold suffering, terrific property losses were left in the wake 
of the Armistice Day blizzard which swept over Iowa. Livestock producers 
suffered serious losses in this vicinity. Word was also received in December 
that the State Corn Husking Championship Contest would also be held in 
Hartley in 1941. This year, 1940, was also famous in our history because 
Santa Claus was forced, because of the large crowds, to make a parachute 
jump from a cabin plane to reach the children of Hartley and vicinity. To 
be honest, however, the crowd was here because Santa Claus had notified the 
people of Hartley that he planned to make the parachute jump. 


Early in 1941, plans were made for the building of a new Town Hall 
just north of the Newel Garage. The architect was hired by the Council to 
draw up the plans which were to be submitted for a W. P. A. approval and 
grant. Ihe council also passed a library ordinance. Weldon Adolph was the 
first Hartley man to be called under the Selective Service Act. Hartley re- 
ceived its fire truck from the O’Brien County Farmers Mutual Insurance Co. 
in June of this year. The Peters Bowling Alleys were built as was the Hamil- 
ton building now occupied by the Thrifty Super Market. 


The Northwest Iowa Zone trapshoot was also held in June and attract- 
ed fifty-three shooters. It was the second largest shoot held in the state that 
year and the Chamber of Commerce trophy was won by G. D. Voss of Fort 
Dodge. 


The Wm. Treimer farm was selected as the site of the State Corn 
Husking Championship Contest. Approximately 30,000 persons thronged 
Hartley on October 30 — a day which is marked as one of the greatest in 
the town’s history. From near and far they came to see fifteen of the state’s 
best corn huskers vie for the victor’s laurels, and watched a 27 year old man 
from Madrid, Ivyl Carlson, walk away with the prized $100 check and the 
championship trophy. With the early morning hours, the onlookers began ar- 
riving. At 9:30 it was estimated that 10,000 persons were waiting for the 
day’s program to begin — at the time of the starting bomb, the crowd had 
grown to 30,000, according to a count made by the Iowa Highway Patrol. 
Despite the biting cold and the grey skies, the front of the grandstand was 
filled as interested spectators were greeted by Adj. Gen. Grahl, J: T. Conn, 
Mayor Leese and Goy. Geo. Wilson of Iowa, and touched to the cockles of 
their hearts by that very able master of ceremonies, “‘E-verlastinglyatit’” Put. 
The principal address of the day was delivered by Governor Wilson - before 
the contest began. Few people left the scene before the results of the contest 
were announced. 


The afternoon program was given over to entertainment and addresses 
by Captain Marvin Kruse and “’Spike’’ Evans, head of the government AAA 
program. [he big thing of the afternoon was of course the parade. The streets 
of Hartley were just as packed as they possibly could be along the line of 
march. Some of the finest floats the town had ever seen took part in this extra- 
vaganza. Each float outdid the next. You couldn’t believe that one could be 
nicer than the one you were looking at until the next one came along, and then 
you swiftly changed your mind. It was very difficult for the judges to deter- 
mine which one was best, but the final decision awarded first prize to the float 
from Sibley. ‘he marching bands with their members in full regalia repre- 
senting all our neighboring towns were splendid. Ass usual, the two dances 
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held in the evening were very well attended. And so the day ended with no 
accidents reported and a swell time agreed to be had by all. The day that 
Hartley had been waiting and planning a year for was over. The Iowa State 
Corn Husking Contest of 1941 was history. 


Finally, late in 1941, WPA approval on the proposed Town Hall 
came through and a grant of $15,448 was given to the town to help finance 
the construction. A special program was held to stir up usterest in the project 
as a WPA official came to Hartley. He gave a talk on the subject and ran 
a film showing various town halls either already built or in the process of 
building under these grants. A special election was held on the question on 
December 4th and the issue carried by a vote of 388 to 121 or more than 
three to one. Construction was to start as early as possible the following - 
spring. [hen came the bombing of Pearl Harbor on December 7th and on the 
8th, the United States declared war on Japan and we were in World War 
II. Then on December 11, the town council received word from the WPA 
administration that all WPA projects using vital defense materials would be 
suspended until further notice and so ended another dream. 


The year 1942 might well be called the year of rationing. Farm ma- 
chinery, tires, gasoline, fuel oil, sugar, canning sugar, coffee and practically 
all foods and a few other articles that we had to buy to get were on the list. 
Ration books were issued and every member of the family had to have one. 
The books had tickets or coupons in them for every commodity rationed, and 
had to last for a definite period of time. When the coupons were used up, 
that was it until the next book was issued. ‘The coffee coupons in books be- 
longing to children under fifteen years of age were not to be used, and_ if 
they were, the holders could not get the next series of ration books. 


Everyone born between February 17, 1897, and December 31, 1921, 
had to register to determine the manpower of the country at war. Later on 
everyone between the ages of 45 and 65 had to register. Blanks were issued 
to high school boys to find out how many of them were willing to help with 
farm work and what kind of farm machinery they could operate if any. Every 
car owner had to buy a car tax stamp in order to drive. ‘The first cost was 
$2.09 until July 1, and then $5.00 annually. ‘The community also staged 
rubber and scrap metal drives. We went through several blackouts, some of 
them unexpected. The first War Loan Drive was launched and Hartley had 
its quota of bonds to buy which it did. 


The Public Library was formally opened to the public on Friday, 
March 27, with Mrs. Leo Parks installed as Librarian.’ The Charter Coach 
Co. of Sioux City petitioned to operate a bus line from that point to Spirit 
Lake through Hartley. The franchise was granted by the State Commerce 
Commission and approved by the office of Defense ‘Transportation and bus 
service was established with one round-trip daily. Thietje’s laminated rafters 
began to earn widespread recognition and the demand for them steadily — in- 
creased. The town erected a few hitching posts in town again to fill a need at 
that time as farmers were still using horses quite extensively at that time, due 
partly to gas rationing, and when they came to town with horses, they had no 
place to tie them except light and telephone poles. 


The American Legion Junior baseball team won the county and dis- 
trict championships, and defeated Bancroft for the right to compete in the 
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state meet. They won their opening game before going down to defeat. ‘The 
High School held their initial Homecoming in a gala affair on Friday, Oc- 
tober 23, and this event has become an annual event ever since. 


The year 1943 saw the second and third war loan drives. When the 
third drive was launched, a Holiday was declared. The stores and the school 
were closed and a big parade formed at the school and marched down town. 
A house to house canvass was made during the day to sell bonds. Paper 
drives were staged during the year and even a tin can drive was made. Dur- 
ing the harvest season, crews of four to six men were organized to help with 
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the harvest and wages paid were approximately 70 cents per hour. Even the 
business men went out in the evenings after store hours to help. 


The American Legion celebrated the burning of their mortgage on the 
evening of May 25, in an appropriate program before a large crowd. Captain 
Frank Miles delivered the main address. The Trinity Evangelical and Re- 
formed church also burned their mortgage in a special service on December 


13, with Rev. G. A. Pahl, Jr., as the guest speaker. 


The year would not be complete without saying a few words on_ the 
Passing of one of our most esteemed and highly respected citizens. The com- 
munity sustained a great loss in the death of Dr. W. C. Hand. He was and 
will be grievously missed for many years. His life was spent in service and 
sacrifice to the people of this community, answering every call, day or night. 
Dr. Hand was always willing to lend a helping hand in any community pro- 
ject. Of special interest to him were his teams of American Legion Junior 
boys. He gave unstintingly of his time to their training, development and phy- 
sical care, and was always proud of his boys. His work was crowned with 
wonderful success and many of his patients are still here today to sing his 
praises. Words simply cannot express the true value of his worth in and to the 
community. 


The year 1944 saw the fourth, fifth and sixth war loan drives and every 
time the quota of bonds was filled. The Civil Air Patrol was organized in 
Hartley. Orlan Ott won the heavyweight championship in the Golden Gloves 
tournament in Chicago. The Hartley girls’ basketball team went to the state 
tournament finals for the first time and won fourth place at Des Moines.

HONOR ROLL 


A huge board had been erected the year before containing the Honor 
Roll of the boys in service. This Honor Roll was dedicated on June 11, with 
Tobe Diamond. of Sheldon delivering the address of the day. The dedication 
had been planned for the previous fall with Judge Paradise of Sioux City as 
the principal speaker, but a severe snowstorm forced the postponement on Ar- 
mistice Day. 
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Hartley also suffered a severe windstorm of almost tornado proportions 
during the year. All of the buildings except the house were damaged or de- 
stroyed on the Henry Olhausen farm operated by Harold Lux. ‘The storm 
moved to the northwest and on its way through town, moved some buildings, 
took others, and upreoted many trees. The steeple of the Methodist church 
was blown off and crashed on to the Soldiers Monument on the church 
lawn, breaking the base and knocking the figure off the pedestal. 


The year 1945 saw the end of World War II. The war ended in 
Europe on May 7th. This time, however, there was no wild hysterical cele- 
bration. The school and business places closed for the day and most of the 
citizens attended church services that day as the war with Japan was still go- 
ing on. Japan surrendered on August | 4th, and a spirit of thankfulness pre- 
vailed and the town remained quiet. The only outward manifestations were 
the burning of Hirohito at the stake on Main street by some of the younger 
people and the happy looks on the faces of families of service men. 


A special election was held on the question of levying an annual tax for 
the purpose of purchasing land and equipping a Municipal Airport. The issue 
did not seem to arouse much interest and carried by a vote of 228 to 51. The 
mayor and clerk were then authorized to take up the option on the 80 acres 
of land, part of the Frank Stribe estate, south of town at a cost of $200 per 
acre. 


Many changes took place during this year. The Hartley Feed Mill was 
built, the building now housing the Council Oak Store was rebuilt’ and _ re- 
modeled. A. Bartelson built a garage and display room north of the highway, 
and the Foley Furniture Store was erected which is now known as the Hebbel 
Furniture store. John Rochel purchased the Feldhahn building, remodeled it 
and the Post Office moved in. The local School Board purchased three bus- 
ses and started bringing some of the rural students to our public school. ‘The 
Fairmont Creamery Co. expanded their plant and increased the scope of their 
business in our community. Hartley was selected as an official weather sta- 
tion and the apparatus for recording temperature and moisture was set up at 
the local light plant. The Girl Scouts were organized. The grading and level- 
ing was done at the athletic field and the city park just before cold weather 
settled down for the winter. 


The building program continued in 1946, as Lawrence Swanson built 
a new grocery store across the street from the Methodist church on Central 
Avenue. The Hartley Creamery erected a storage building and truck garage 
south of the light plant. ‘he Huntting Elevator Co. put up a new office next 
to their elevator and Elmer Neebel built an ice cream store now operated by 
Herman DeYoung. The American Legion purchased the Log Cabin and be- 
gan operating it as the Legion Club. The athletic field was tiled, bladed and 
seeded. 


~ The Hartley High School girls’ basketball team went to the state finals 
at Des Moines, but were defeated in their opening game by two points. “Two 
of our former Legion Junior baseball players signed major league contracts, 
as Walter Gathman signed with the Boston Red Sox after winning every 
game he pitched for Yale University as a member of the marines (V-I2) in 
training there, and Vern Fear signed with the Chicago Cubs. The first plane 
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landed at the local airport and was piloted by Lambert Fechter. “Phe Anfin- 
son Hatchery also sent baby chicks from here to Emmetsburg by plane. 


The Iowa Centennial was also celebrated here along with the annual 
4-H Fair in a three day affair held under ideal weather conditions and was a 
huge success. From 10,000 to 12,000 people were in attendance the last two 
days of the fair and a new Chevrolet automobile was given away and won 
by Wilbur Westphalen. The entire northeast wing of the Fairmont Creamery 
went up in flames and it was estimated that nearly 70,000 gallons of water 
were poured into the blaze before it was brought under control. This year 
also saw ihe minting of the lowa Commemorate half dollar which was put 
onto the market during December and no one could buy more than one. ‘To 
get one, we had to make a. written application to the local bank, and the price 


was $2.50. 


In 1947, the Recreation Board was established and a constitution and 
by-laws were drawn up and adopted. The Board consisted of nine. members 
and John W. Harold was elected chairman at its organizational meeting. 
Coach Harold Church was hired as full time program director. A daytime 
guided program was set up with supervised games, softball and movies’ one 
day a week for the kiddies. The American Legion contributed the use of 
their hall to be used as a Recreation Center which was greeted by 160 young- 


sters on opening night. This center was open on Wednesday and Saturday 
nights. 


The preliminary state music contest was held here with nineteen north- 
west Iowa schools participating. ‘Che local Brass Sextet went on to win a 
Division I rating at the staté contest. The Hartley High School baseball team 
won the Sioux Valley Conference title winning all their games by one run. 
The White Horse Patrol was again brought to Hartley during the 4-H Fair 
and Governor Blue of Iowa delivered a fitting address for the occasion. 


‘The Council asked for and received bids on the construction of. the new 
Sewage Disposal Plant, but thought they were too high and rejected them. 
Bids were asked for again and this time, the bid accepted was $8,500 less and 
contracts were signed for the work at a cost of $83,640. The local School 
secured two government army barracks from the air base at Sioux Falls which 
were brought to Hartley and set up as a lunch room at the school. The Ser- 
vicemen’s Honor Roll Dismantling service was held on Armistice Day, 1947, 
with Richard Byers, Past District Commander of Sioux City, as guest speak- 
er. 


Again we find a more than usual amount of new construction in Hart- 
ley. Joe Burley built a new Appliance Store, and Harvey Patton built two 
new greenhouses to replace the one old one he had and the Burns Chevrolet 
Co. garage was erected on Highway 18. The Fairmont Creamery Co. built 
a new addition to their plant to replace the part destroyed by the fire and one 
section of the Botsford Lumber Co. yards was torn down and a new _ struc- 
ture was erected. 


In 1948, the Hartley High School basketball boys won the county 


championship and went on to win the sectional and district tournaments _ be- 
fore losing the opener in the sub-state. The girls’ basketball team again went 
to the state finals where they captured fourth place for the second time at Des 
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Moines. Dorothy Diekman was named to the all state team. Phyllis Dahnke 
represented Hartley in the state speech finals. An all school Athletic banquet 
was sponsored by the Chamber of Commerce with Lawrence “Pops”: Harri- 
son of the University of Iowa as guest speaker. 


The Ninth District Legion and Auxiliary convention was held here in 
May with a giant parade of many floats competing for prizes. The Monahan 
Post Band of Sioux City was also here for the occasion. The addresses of the 
day were given by Mrs. Kay Hansen, department Auxiliary president, and 
Paul A. Tornquist, department commander. A Kinderfest, or old German 
children’s festival, was held here in June. First prize was a gold watch for 
the lucky boy and girl, second prize was also a watch, and third prize was a 
fishing rod for the boy and a necklace for the girl, although every participant 
received a worthwhile prize. Outdoor events included fogel schiehsen (bird 
shooting) and krug schlagen (crock breaking) with the balance of the pro- 
gram held in Neebel’s Danceland. This event was sponsored by the Chamber 
of Commerce. ae 


The children of Hartley had to secure a license for their bicycles for the 
first time, a move that had been held up by the war. The High School foot- 
ball team went through an undefeated season, winning nine straight games and 
Roger Luedke was named to the all state team. “The Ruby Implement plant 
was completed and the ground was broken for the Goetsch plant. “The Lage 
D-X and Frick (now operated by R. J. Koch) super service stations were 
erected and the Thiessen Lockers was built on Highway 18. The cornerstone 
of the new Lutheran church was laid in fitting services with Rey. A. C. 
Weber in charge. 


In 1949, the High School basketball boys won the county champion- 
ship again and went on to win the sectional, but were upset in the finals of 
the district tournament. “The High School girls went to the finals and cap-— 
tured fourth place again for the third time at Des Moines. Eleanor Mencke 
was named to the all state team while Alyce Hoeman was placed on the sec- 
ond team. Marlene Brehmex won a first at the Class A and D state twirling 
contest held at Storm Lake. The Veterans on the Farm Training was added 
to the school program. The athletic field was enlarged to its present dimen- 
sions and new lights were installed on the field,and were purchased by the 
local Legion Post. 


I. L. Hansen was elected Commander of the Ninth Legion District. 
The doll dressed by the American Legion Junior Auxiliary won first place at 
the state convention at Des Moines. It had previously won the district title at 
Spirit Lake and after winning at Des Moines was sent on to Philadelphia for 
the national contest. ‘he town purchased the ten acre plot south of the Rock 
Island depot to be used as the site of the annual 4-H Fair and possibly as a 
Municipal Park later on. The rest of the Botsford Lumber Co. plant was 
erected and completed. The new home of the Goetsch Co. plant was built on 
Highway 18. The United States entered the Korean conflict although war 
was never declared. Then on December 11, the new Lutheran church was 
dedicated in special services with Rev. E. A. Hoffman, of Milwaukee, Wisc., 
and a former pastor here, as guest speaker for the morning services, and the 
Rey. Stratford Eynon as guest speaker at the afternoon dedicatory services. 
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In 1950, Hartley received City Delivery service and Orlin Fahrenkrog 
and Robert Linder were our first mail carriers and are still carrying. Vernon 
Easthouse delivered the first Parcel Post under the new service. It wasn’t 
long, however, before deliveries were restricted to one a day in the residential 
areas and two a day in the business district. The town cooperated by publish- 
ing a city Directory, listing all residences by street and house number tor the 
convenience of the local patron. “The Christian Reformed church held their 
first services in Hartley on April | 7th in the former Lutheran church — build- 
ing. Lhe High School won four Division I ratings in the finals of the state 
music contest. Marlene Brehmer repeated with a first in the spring State 
Twirling contest. A replica of the Liberty Bell was brought to Hartley to 
help promote bond sales. 


Hartley staged a mock Communist invasion here on June 14. The “‘in- 
vasion”” began when local Legionnaires and Guardsmen from Spencer rode 
into Hartley’s business district in trucks, shouting words of defiance, and 
erected Communist Hammer and Sickle banners in flagpoles along the streets 
of Hartley, which until noon had held the Stars and Stripes. Almost to the 
hour with the invasion, started the rain which fell steadily, sometimes in a 
sprinkle but most often in a torrent until the Communist rule ended at 4:30 
P. M. The Red troops quickly took over the Mayor’s office and arrested 
Chief of Police Harry Lage, after a brief but determined struggle on his 
part. Commissar, James F. Green, set up his quarters in the former mayor's 
office and ordered the execution of Chief Lage and his aid, Walt Kruger. In 
rapid succession thereafter, public utilities were taken over, key. figures in- 
cluding Chamber of Commerce officials, councilmen, ministers, heads of Pat- 
riotic and Fraternal organizations, O’Brien county sheriff, Ed Leemkuil, and 
the editor of the Sentinel, W. R. Vezina, were placed under arrest. ‘The 
mass meeting was held in the Legion hall where the people of Hartley who 
had gathered to hear Commissar Green’s orders and proclamations, demon- 
strated vocally against complete submission to Communist doctrines. The Li- 
brary was seized and all the Capitalistic books were burned. ‘The Hartley 
merchants abided by rationing regulations as guardsmen patrolled the streets 
and the residents had to apply at the ration board for permits entitling them to 
make purchases of foodstuffs and gasoline. Roadblocks prevented anyone 
from entering or leaving the community without a permit. The official Com- 
munist, ‘The Hammer and Sickle,’’ was distributed and all other reading was 
thereafter banned. Numerous arrests were made with R. N. Potter presenting 
charges and W. A. Hamilton defending the accused. Sentences ranged from 
immediate execution to ten years at hard labor and appeals to a higher court 
were shouted down. All in all, it was some day. 


Vocational Homemaking and Drivers Training were added to the high 
school curriculum. Adult evening school was held for the first time and quite 
a number of citizens of the community took advantage of the courses offered, 
Corene Fahrenkrog received a Division I rating in the state contest for twirl- 
ers held in the fall and Jean Johnson was named Homecoming Queen at 
Carleton College in Northfield, Minnesota. The high school football team tied 
for the Conference title. The official census of Hartley was taken and the 
populaton count was set at 1614. Thietje and Hunt built a new workshop in 
west Hartley. The Ford Phillips 66 Super Service station was built and is 
now operated by the Lorenzen Motor Co. 
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The year 1951 started out with a severe snowstorm and traffic was 
paralyzed for some time. It wasn’t because we had so much snow, but because 
the winds were strong and caused a lot of drifting and blowing snow. The 
cuts on the roads would fill up as fast as they were opened. The Hartley 
Junior High basketball team won the county championship. The school Traf- 
fic Patrol was established with boys from Junior High helping the smaller 
children through the intersection on Central Avenue. “The school won three 
Division I ratings in the state music contest and the mixed chorus received: a 
Division I. 


This year also saw lots of rain. June had more rainfall than had ever 
been recorded for that month and by the end of October, more moisture had 
fallen than during any previous year of record with two more months to go. 
Melvin celebrated their Golden Jubilee this year and the school Marching 
Band took part in the festivities. “he Chamber of Commerce also entered a 
float in the parade. The county 4-H Fair was moved to Primghar perman- 
ently. 


The Northwest Iowa Soil Conservation day was held on the Kenneth 
Kern farm, south of town, on August 30, and his entire farm was given a 
facelifting job in one day. George B. German of radio station WNAX acted 
as master of ceremonies. The address of the day was given by E. A. Norton, 
assistant Chief of Soil Conservation, and other notables present included Con- 
gressman Charles B. Hoeven, Representative Jacob Van Zwol and Wayne 
Prichard, the state Soil Conservation Service secretary. ‘lhe machinery used 
was furnished by the Hartley and Everly implement dealers and the fuel used 
was furnished by the gasoline and oil companies. 


The Stop and Go lights were installed on Central Avenue. ‘The school 
patrol continued to function, however, until the children knew how to use the 
lights when crossing the street. The flashing lights were installed on the Mil- 
waukee railroad crossing. A new eviscerating plant was set up in the Fairmont 
Foods Co. here. The High School football team won the Sioux Valley Con- 
ference title going through an undefeated season. Ruth Rickabaugh went to 
Honolulu, Hawaii; to teach in the Kamehameha School for Girls. “The Na- 
tivity Scene was erected in Hartley for the first time on the vacant lot of Will 
Hesse in west Hartley and attracted many people. The scene was lifelike and 
beautiful at night when the lights were turned on, and the Christmas Carols 
which were played during the early evening hours certainly helped to promote 
and foster the holiday spirit. 


In 1952, the girls’ basketball team moved to the finals of the district 
tournament before losing. The school band was rather active this year as they 
participated at the Tulip Festival in Orange City, took part in the Rodeo 
Parade at Spencer, played in the 4th of July celebration at May City and re- 
ceived a Division I rating in the state band contest. The County Band Festi- 
val was also held in Hartley this year. 


Hartley was selected as one of the twelve communities in Jowa for wa- 
ter fluoridation. The object of the program, by adding fluoride to the drink- 
ing water, was to build sounder and better teeth among the children of the 
town, and periodic checks of their teeth were made by two dentists, one local 
and one supplied by the state. Lights were installed on the Tennis court at the 
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City Park so that tennis could also be played at night. Watermelon Day was 
held on August | 3, and five tons of watermelons were given away. 


An Open House was held at the schoolhouse during National Education 
week and over 1,000 people attended the program as classes were conducted 
in the evening. Ihe Public School enrollment soared to 523, which was a new 
high. The High School football team again won the Conference title and ran 
their winning streak to 19 games without a loss or a tie. The Hartley Cream- 
ery put up anew building to house the bulk candling and grading of eggs. 
The ground was broken and construction started on the Rahn Park and Shep 


Food Market on Highway 18. 


In 1953, the Hartley girls’ basketball team went to the state finals — at 
Des Moines for the fifth time, but lost their opening game to the eventual 
champs. Roger Imhoff won the district title in wrestling in the 133 pound 
class. The F F A boys won four gold awards at the state convention at Des 
Moines. Our school musicians won seven Division I ratings in the state contest 
at Perry. Our High School Band was the only band in Class B to receive a 
Division I rating. Francis Boetel won the state shot put title in Class B. Ar- 
dine Welch was selected to represent us as Miss Hartley in the county beauty 
contest. “Che Marching Band received the Division I award for the — third 
straight year. Ihe football team won their third undisputed Conference title 
and ran their winning streak to 27 games before being stopped in the final 
game of the season. 


During this year, the greatest flood in history swept northwest Towa. 
The total loss was terrific and farmers along the Ocheyedan suffered heavy 
losses in livestock, especially hogs. Hundreds of acres were covered by flood 
waters and some of the farm homes along the river were almost’ completely 
inundated. Many roads and bridges were washed out. The principal damage 
here was to communication and electric lines and many basements were flood- 
ed. This occurred in June, and in July the community was hit by a_ terrific 
wind storm of tornadic force. Many trees were uprooted and debris was scat- 
tered all over town. Many of our television aerials were damaged or blown 
down and a few windows were demolished by the force of the wind. 


Rest rooms and a shelter house were erected at the City Park. The 
Rahn Park and Shop was finished and opened for business. Bloemendaal 
built a new Hatchery just west of town on Highway 18. Some _ facelifting 
was done as the Clayton building, housing the Schmidt Hardware and Ogg’s 
Variety; Leibsohn’s Department store and Russell’s Bakery put in new fronts 
and greatly improved the appearance of the business section. 


Probably the best news of the year was the end of the Korean Conflict, 
as the truce was signed in July. While the war meant death to many of our 
boys, especially Gordon Luedke, the truce brought about the release of Cor- 
poral Dale Peters who had been held as a prisoner of war by the Chinese 
Reds. On his return home, he was enthusiastically greeted by many of the 
townspeople and an appropriate program was staged in his honor. 


Early in the fall, the state conducted a free X-Ray program throughout 
the state. Mobile X-Ray units were sent out and one of them was in Hartley 
on six different days, with 1711 people availing themselves of this opportun- 
ity for free chest examinations. The program was conducted to determine how 
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many people in the state were afflicted with tuberculosis, enlarged heart and 
other chest abnormalities. Sanborn celebrated their Diamond Jubilee — this 
year and the Chamber of Commerce sent a float over to take part in the 
parade. This same organization also sponsored a free Bean Soup day on Oc- 


tober 14. 


The population of the school had reached a new high of 544. Another 
Open House was held at the schoolhouse during National Education week 
and it was observed that most of the grade classrooms were over crowded and 
that the teachers were not able to do justice to the individual students. The 
feeling seemed to be that each student could not be given enough individual 
attention and instruction. Consequently, a petition was presented to the Board 
of Education requesting them to hold a special election on the construction of 
a new grade school. So, an election was held on December 15 on the issuance 
of bonds to the amount of $180,000 for this purpose and the issue carried by 
a vote of 663 to 110 or by an overwhelming majority of 85 per cent. 


So far in 1954, our history is largely one of planning. The Harold 
Bryants erected a new Motel, the Iowan, on Highway 18, which is now do- 
ing business. [he town is planning on paving Central Avenue south to the 
Cemetery this summer and the county is planning an application of stabilized 
gravel on the Hartley-Sutherland road with the idea in mind of making the 
road a black topped road in three or four years. A new Post Office is a pos- 
sibility for Hartley under the Lease-Purchase bill. The contracts have been 
awarded for the construction of the new grade school and it is hoped that the 
actual work will get underway by the middle of May. And, ol course, every- 
one is working hard to make this, our Diamond Jubilee, one of the greatest 
events in our town’s history. 


As we peer back through the pages of the history of Hartely, we can 
find many other reminiscences which to some today may present an appear- 
ance of humor, but to those who were here at that time, it is a presentation of 
fact, so stern in some particulars that all humor is lost in the reality of the ex- 
perience. But now, there is much consolation in the reflection, for although 
there were many hardships, privations and not a few sacrifices, most of them 
have been fully repaid. We can point out by the score those who came here 
with nothing, some worse off than having nothing — and those who were best 
situated had but a mere pittance —— who, through the passage of time and dili- 
gent labor through the years have developed a comfortable competency and 
are living lives of retirement and ease. 


The growth of Hartley has not been spasmodic and mushroom like, as 
has that of some towns, but on the contrary, it has grown steadily each year, 
with a degree of prosperity that has inspired a lasting degree of confidence in 
all who have had anything to do toward forming its history, and its influence 
on the trade is felt for many miles in every direction. The town of Hartley 
has enjoyed and still enjoys an extent of trading territory not held by any 
other town in the county and we sincerely hope that these people have been 
faithfully and satisfactorily served and will always remain a part of our com- 
munity.

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HARTLEY CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


During Hartley’s early years, the commercial activity and business pro- 
motion was operated on a volunteer free lance basis. “Vhere is no record of 
any active organization until about 1918 and 1919, when the Hartley Com- 
mercial Club was organized. ‘This organization had club rooms and offices 
over the Sam Leibsohn building, and it was more of a social organization than 
a promotional. group. Some of the early organizers and promoters of this group 
were O. F. Olson, A. F. Palmquist, H. J. Grotewohl and P. A. Leese. It 
is recalled that this group sponsored the first give-away by the Hartley mer- 
chants. A Model T Ford was purchased, — tickets were given away by the 
participating merchants, and the Ford was given away to the lucky winner. 
E. E., Ed and P. R. Burns, I. L. Knapp, Red Wagner, Dr. F. A. Conn 


are also recalled as being active in the early business promotion in Hartley. 


This early organization gradually became inactive, and it was not until 
about 1922 and 1923 that any further organized effort was put forth to 
stimulate business through cooperative trade promotion. 


At this time a group of business men called a meeting of all business 
men for the purpose of reorganizing the Commercial Club or starting a new 
organization. Many of the above mentioned business men were active in this 
endeavor, along with Manuel Strom, T. H. Berne and J. W. Fulton, who 
was Superintendent of Schools.’ A dinner was held in the Legion Hall and 
almost 100 per cent of the business men attended. This new organization was 
called the Hartley Community Club. ‘T. H. Berne was its first president. 
The record of this organization was very good. Many trade promotions were 
sponsored, and the club was very active in civic promotion. 


This organization was re-organized into the Hartley Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1938. W. R. ‘“‘Red’” Wagner was the first president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and John Zarones was employed as the first part time sal- 
aried secretary. A uniform system of collecting and allocating dues was in- 
augurated, and this system is still in use. E. U. Thomas, S. J. Johnson, Adolf 
Goetsch, John Stoterau and Richard Anderson have served as presidents of 
the Chamber. Ingwer L. Hansen was appointed secretary in 1940. He has 
served continuously since that time, with the exception of 1944-1946, when 
he served in the Army during World War II. During that time Gerald 
Goetsch and W. R. Wagner both held the office of secretary. he majority 
of the present business men have served on the board of directors or on com- 
mittees. 


The Hartley Chamber is a member of the lowa Association of Com- 
mercial Organizations and the Chamber of Commerce of the United States. 


The Chamber of Commerce has always maintained a high level of trade 
promotions. Much of the commercial growth of Hartley can be attributed to 
the Hartley Chamber of Commerce. It has also been very active in civic pro- 
motion. It was through the Chamber’s efforts that Hartley's first park board 
was established. It contributed $3,000 toward the purchase of the ten acre 
tract of land now owned by the Town of Hartley. It has maintained a high 
level interest in school and municipal affairs. 


During the years 1938-1941, a series of corn husking contests were 
sponsored by the Chamber. The state contest was held here in 1941, an event 
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which attracted over 30,000 people. Many notables have attended — these 
events, including Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr., son of the late president. 


ai he Chamber sponsored the O’Brien County 4-H Fair from 1940 to 


During World War II the Chamber sponsored and assisted in the Bond 
Drives, and Scrap Salvage campaigns, as well as fund raising campaigns for 
the various war relief agencies. 


The Hartley Chamber of Commerce is looked upon as one of the best 
for its size in Northwestern Iowa. Its officers have assisted on several oc- 
casions in the organization and reorganization of Chambers in neighboring 
towns. 


Some of the civic accomplishments of the Chamber include the establish- 
ment of City Mail Delivery, an increase in the number of post office employ- 
ees, and the resurfacing of various roads. The Chamber went all out in be- 
half of the school expansion program. 


Present officers of the Chamber are: Richard Anderson, President; C. 
A. Ruby, Vice President; Ralph McDowell, Treasurer; and C. A. Alm- 
gren, H. J. Bojens, Carl Hain and V. R. Jacobson, directors. 
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THE HARTLEY FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The early history of the fire department of Hartley is rather vague. 
However, it has always been a volunteer organization. In the early years, 
when fires broke out, every able bodied man available jurmped in to help with 
the bucket brigade. When the community did purchase a hose cart, it was us- 
ually pulled by hand to the scene of the fire. If a team of horses was anywhere 
near, they were unhitched from whatever conveyance they were hitched to and 
put to use on the hose cart, regardless of to whom they belonged. 


In 1903, Jay Messer and E. G. Burns organized a Fire company with 
6 members and Jay Messer was elected the first Fire Chief. “he town al- 
ready owned the hose cart mentioned above with 200 feet of hose. As time 
went on, it so happened that one of the Councilmen was also elected chief of 
the Fire Department and he pursuaded the Town to buy a chemical — engine. 
This engine, while it was an improvement in the fire fighting apparatus, was 
also a headache. It seems as though when the chemicals used came into. con- 
tact with any clothing, it immediately dissolved them. Consequently, every 
fire was not only costly to the owner, but also to the firemen. No tax fund was 
levied at that time to support the fire department and eventually the organiza- 
tion disbanded with the exception of E. G. Burns, who was fire chief at the 
time. 


The fire department was reorganized in 1912, and at the city elections 
in 1914, placed a Firemen’s ticket in the field. They were elected to the town 
offices and immediately put the Volunteer Fire Department on a sound basis 
as it is today. In 1923, the Council purchased a Luverne Pumper. ‘This ma- 
chine has not been used much for several years, and the Town recently de- 
cided to remodel it for use as a street sprinkler or washer by installing a 550 
gallon tank on the chassis. The equipment used by the department today con-

sists of a 1935 Ford and a 1953 Chevrolet, both outfitted with Luverne, 
Minnesota, fire fighting equipment. The 1953 job, especially, is equipped 
with every modern device known and is completely up-to-date. Then, too, 
the Farmer’s Mutual fire truck is also available for country fires. The three 
fire trucks are all housed in one building. 
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FARMERS MUTUAL INSURANCE ASSOCIATION 


The Farmers Mutual Insurance association of O’Brien County, Iowa, 
was organized in the spring of 1890 through the conscientious efforts of a 
group of public-spirited men in canvassing the county to procure one hundred 
thousand dollars insurance on property in O’Brien County, the requirement 
necessary in order to obtain the charter. 


Most of the credit for signing up the required amount in order to obtain 
the charter should go to J. P. Martin, Sutherland, Iowa, a Civil War Veter- 
an, and who served as the first President, and incidentally lived to be one 
hundred two years old, the last Civil War Veteran in Iowa at the time of his 
death on September 20, 1949 —- he was born at Aberdeenshire, Scotland, 
November 10, 1847. 


Mr. Martin traveled on horseback, on foot and by one horse sleigh all 
through the winter when finally on March 11, 1890, Articles of Incorpora- 
tion were approved, with the following officers: J. P.. Martin, President; S. 
B. Crosser, Vice President; L. T. Gates, Secretary; and H. P. Scott, Trea- 


surer. 


The first million dollars in risks were not obtained until 1900 and 
through the untiring efforts of the officers and directors who served as the on- 
ly agents, the association continued to make a faster growth and at this writing 
has fifty-two million in risks in force, a surplus of $300,000, at an average 
cost for the past sixty years of considerably less than two dollars per thousand, 
or twenty cents per hundred, per annum. 
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Similar to a good many other county mutuals, the soundness and integ- 
rity of the officers and their continuous service with very small remuneration 
for their services during the pioneer days were the fundamental reasons for the 
successful operation of the O’Brien County Mutual; during our — sixty-four 
years in service only four Secretaries and four Presidents served; the following 
are the present officers:

In 1923 the Home Office was moved from Saleen to Hartley, Iowa. 
William Treimer of our city was elected Secretary, and since that time the 
O’Brien County Mutual has made a sound and rapid growih in risks in force, 
maintaining an adequate policyholders’ reserve at all times. In 1941 they 
purchased ten one and one-half ton fire trucks, operated by the Volunteer 
Fire Departments, and several years later added an Inspection Service [ ruck, 
This service is available to all policy holders upon short notice. 


Now the Farmers Mutual Insurance Association holds the enviable rec- 
ord of being one of the largest in the state, writing a combined policy cover- 
ing Fire, me a i, Tornado and Extended Coverages. 
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HARTLEY’S CHURCHES 
The Methodist Church 


The Methodist Episcopal Church of Hartley was organized under the 
pastorate of Rev. F. E. Drake in June of 1880. The first class consisted: of 
David M. Gano and his wife, Mary E., and Allen Crossan and his wife, 
Lucretia S. Allen Crossan was appointed class leader, and the services, in- 
cluding Sunday School, were all held in his home until the first schoolhouse 
was built. In the fall of 1880, Rev. S. A. R. Groom became pastor with the 
following preaching points: Hartley village, Center township at Jones’ 
schoolhouse, Grant township at the church and in Section two. 


. LAYING CORNERSTONE OF METHODIST CHURCH 
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In 1884, the Hartley circuit became a part of the Sheldon District. 
From its small beginning the church increased its membership in two years to 
fifty-three; hence in 1882, plans were made for a church building. As if 
directed by Providence, on a bright morning in May, four men met on one of 
the streets, and from this meeting a church program was inaugurated, and they 
subscribed $700 toward a new church. This project produced a $2,300 
church dedicated in 1883, which served the community until 1899. The 
church building was then sold to the Gerrnan Lutherans. 


METHODIST CHURCH 


July 4th, 1899, was a red letter day for Hartley as the cornerstone was 
laid for the present church. Rev. D. A. McBurney was our pastor, and Rev. 
W.S. Lewis, President of Morningside College, gave the main address of 
the day. Dinner was served by the Ladies Aid Society at twenty-five cents 
per plate, and the proceeds went to the building fund. ‘The new church was 
dedicated on December 17, 1899. A library and reading rooms were located 
in the basement of the church. It is interesting to note that Sunday was def- 
initely a church day. ‘The following schedule was found on a bulletin dated 
1899: Sunday School at 10 o’clock; Preaching at 11; Class Meeting at 12; 
Junior League at 3 P. M.; Epworth League at 6:30 P. M.; and Preaching 
at 7:30 P. M. The church grew and prospered through the years, due to the 
untiring efforts and zeal of the sturdy pioneers, their sons and daughters. 


One event stands out prominently during the span of years, and that is 
the 40th Anniversary celebration held on June 25, 1939. The dedication of 
the new pipe organ added much to the festivities of the day. Much credit is 
due Rev. and Mrs. E. J. Plummer who were with us at thal time. 


Our Ladies Aid continued to serve faithfully and well — their suppers, 
bazaars, and bake sales. Since September 19, 1940, they have been known 
as the Women’s Society of Christian Service. 


The belfry tower of the church was rebuilt in September and October 
of 1944. The new automatic gas furnace was installed in 1946 and remodel-

ing of the kitchen, complete with new stoves, cupboards, and many other con- 
veniences in 1947. In 1948, a loud speaker system was put into the tower so 
that recordings of chime records could be played, and the church also pur- 
chased new choir robes, landscaped the lawn, and erected an outdoor bulletin 
board. The new parsonage was built in 1948, Rev. S. A. Kruschwitz being 
the pastor at this ime. ‘The parsonage was made debt free in 1952 with Dedi- 
cation Services held in November with Bishop Ensley officiating. In the per- 
iod between 1952 and 1954, the study and entrance floors were covered with 
linoleum and a new carpet was laid in the sanctuary. New pulpit furniture 
was secured, pews were repaired and varnished and the whole inierior of the 
sanctuary was beautified. 


The present pastor, the Rev. Raymond A. Roloff, began his ministry 
here in June of 1949. ‘The Methodist Church has a membership of a little 


over five hundred members. 


During these seventy-four years, twenty-one ministers and their families 
have been with us. All have made contributions of talent and effort. “These, 
together with those of the members and friends guided by prayer, have made 
achievements possible. It is fitting that we give thanks and Srpress a hope that 
the future will continue to abound in blessings. 


St. Joseph's Catholic Church 


The Catholic Church came to Hartley about 1890 with Father Sullivan 
and Father McCormack attending Hartley in those early days. Father McCor- 
mack was accustomed to say mass in the room over the Gross & Herbst store; 
also in a hall on the south side of the street. The early years were difficult 
and it was a hard struggle to keep the few scattered Catholic families togeth- 
er. Mass was also celebrated in our early theater building once a month by 
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priests in this vicinity with the use of a portable altar. Later on mass was said 
twice a month in the funeral parlors of T. H. Berne. The late Rev. Father 
Cooper was in charge of the mission at that time, and he was widely known 
for his patience and kindness. Faith and the cooperation of pastors and par- 
ishioners made possible the small St. Joseph’s Church here. 


In 1923, the Rev. Father J. J. Dalhoff, now pastor (retired) at Gran- 
ville, was pastor of the eighteen families which comprised the mission. Father 
Dalhoff and his flock decided it was time to have a church. So, with the as- 
sistance of the Extension Magazine Society, and the labors of the pastor and 
people, a small Adventist church and a schoolhouse out in the country were 
purchased. The two frame buildings were moved into Hartley, re-modeled and 
consecrated for use as a Church. Although the church was small and bare, 
the Catholic families were happy to have the privilege of attending mass every 
Sunday instead of twice and sometimes only once a month. Some years later 
while the Rev. Father Jos. Fitzpatrick, now of Humboldt, was pastor, new 
vestments were purchased and many improvements made on the church build- 
ing. This was made possible by the parishioners holding various social affairs 
in their homes to raise funds, and by doing much of the work themselves. 


Duming the passing years many changes have taken place in the Hartley 
Parish. New families came and other families moved away. ‘There now are 
only three members remaining of the adults here in 1923, when the church 
was built. By 1948 the original church was too small to accommodate the 
growing Mission, so under the pastor at that ime, Rev. Father Edw. Fandel, 
a remodeling program was undertaken. Ihe seating capacity was doubled and 
the basement enlarged and modernized, making it suitable and convenient for 
social gatherings. Altar Society meetings, Vacation School, Catechism In- 
structions, etc. were held in the basement. Later improvements consisted of new 
cement walks and redecoration of the church exterior and interior. ‘There are 
now more than fifty families in this Mission Parish and they are hoping that a 
resident pastor will be appointed in the near future. 


Other priests who have administered to this Mission’s spiritual needs and 
helped in its development were the late Rey. Fathers M. J. Fletherington, 
Joseph Wolf, and Clarence P. Conway. The present pastor is Father Thos. 
K. Malloy whose residence is at Sanborn, Iowa. 


Trinity Evangelical and Reformed Church 


During the fall of 1899, the Rev. Christian Bendigkeit of Peterson, 
Iowa, came to Hartley to aid a group of early settlers in organizing a congre- 
gation which became Trinity Evangelical and Reformed Church in future 
years. In the spring of the following year, the young congregation purchased 
the old Methodist church building and moved it to a lot in the northeastern 
part of town which is still the site of the church. They then appointed the Rey. 
Karl Dexheimer as resident pastor and at the end of the year, 40 to 50 fam- 
ilies counted themselves as members of the congregation. 


A parsonage was erected in 1901, and the following year, an organ was 
purchased as were furnishings for the church. A unanimous decision at this 
time made the church a member of the German Evangelical Synod of North 
America. For a while, the membership gradually diminished, due to the loss 
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of interest by some and the moving away of others. Rev. J. Fischer began his 
ministry in Trinity Church on September 1, 1907. During the first year of 
his ministry, the parsonage was enlarged and repaired. In 1908, a bell was 
bought for the church belfry. In 1911, the church building was remodeled 
and a basement dug. Rev. Fischer served until Good Friday, 1920. 


FIRST TRINITY CHURCH 


Rev. Samuel Albrecht began his ministry in the congregation on Easter 
Sunday, of 1920. With the beginning of his pastorate, the English language 
came into regular use, and within five years, the membership rose to 300 com- 
municant members. [he Dorcas Society and the Brotherhood were organized 
and the twenty-fifth anniversaries of the Congregation and of the Ladies Aid 


were observed in 1925. 


A new parsonage was built in 1930, and 1936 saw the erection of the 
new Church building. ‘The last services in the old church were conducted on 


Sunday, May 17, of that year by the Rev. F. W. Budy, and on the follow- 


ing day, workers began the removal of the old to make way for the new. 
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Work on the new building progressed rapidly into the summer and on the day 
after insurance was taken ‘out on the structure, a tornado visited Hartley and 
destroyed the superstructure making it necessary for the workmen to tear away 
all the work above the foundation and to rebuild. Despite the delay, the cor- 
nerstone was laid on June 28, 1936, and the new Church was dedicated 
with appropriate services on Sunday, December 13, 1936. The monthly 
paper, “The Trinity Herald,’’ was first published in 1938 under the pastor- 
ate of Rev. Gustav Pahl, Jr. The first Memorial Sunday Service in coopera- 
tion with the Methodist Church was held in the Methodist Sanctuary on May 
27, 1945, during the pastorate of Rev. B. Romanowski.’ The constitution of 
the church was rewritten in 1946. Besides the groups already mentioned 
- within the church, the Wedded Circle and the Youth Fellowship groups have 
been organized. A new pipe organ was installed in the church in 1950, of 
which the congregation is very proud. “The membership count today shows 


210 in the Sunday School and 620 in the church. 


TRINITY CHURCH 


The Trinity Evangelical and Reformed Church in Hartley, Iowa, is a 
fellowship of Christian men, women, and children dedicated to the preaching 
and practice of the Word of God as proclaimed in the Holy Bible and by 
Jesus the Christ. This congregation offers many opportunities to its members 
and the people of the Hartley community to study God’s Word, to worship, 
and to serve God and His children here and abroad. 


St. Paul's Lutheran Church 


It was due to missionary zeal that St. Paul’s Lutheran Church of Hart- 
ley, Iowa, was founded. Early in the 1900's, ministers from Sanborn and 
May City conducted services in an abandoned Adventist church. ‘The work 
was very difficult and discouraging and when Rev. F. Albrecht arrived in 
Sanborn, he found that the work had been discontinued. Rev. Albrecht, how- 
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ever, was of the opinion that a congregation could be established in Hartley 
and again began conducting services. After considerable time, he persuaded 
the people to call a pastor of their own. Candidate Adolph Schrein accepted 
the call and was ordained and installed on August 29, 1909. The congrega- 
tion was formally organized on September 26, 1909. A constitution was 
read, adopted and signed by four members. On October 7, 1909, two more 
members were added. 


LUTHERAN CHURCH 


On July 24, 1910, the cornerstone was laid for a church building 
which was dedicated on December 4, 1910. The first confirmation class con- 
sisted of four persons being confirmed April 4, 1909, — the first funeral was 
also held on that date. ‘Vhe first baptism was on August 29, 1909, and the 
first wedding occurred on January 26, 1910. Rev. preached his farewell ser- 
mon on July 23, 1911, and Rev. Albrecht of Sanborn again served as pastor 
until Rev. E. A. Hoffman of Muskogee, Okla., was installed as pastor on 
November 19, 1911. In the fall of 1912, a Christian Day school was opened 
and continued until shortly after the close of World War I. In 1918, the 
congregation built a new parsonage. 


Religious services were conducted entirely in the German language until 
a resolution was adopted April |, 1918, calling for one regular morning En- 
glish Service each month. Soon English services were conducted each Sunday 
morning with German services every other Sunday. “The German was dis- 
continued entirely in 1953 with only a few services in that language being 
given each year the previous several years. On January |, 1921, the congre- 
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gation resolved to become a membei of the Synod of Missouri, Ohio and other 
states. Heretofore the congregation operated as an independent congregation 
although its pastors were from the above named Synod. Rev. Hoffman served 
as pastor until January 27, 1925. Rev. L. Walper of Sanborn then conduct- 
ed services until Rev. A. C. Weber of Wan Horne, Iowa, was installed the 
last Sunday in June, 1925. On June 9, 1935, the congregation celebrated the 
25th Anniversary of its founding with two former pastors as guest speakers, 


uamely, Rev. A. Schrein and Rev. E. A. Hoffman. 


The cornerstone laying ceremony of a new church was held June 20, 
1948, and dedication services were held on December 11, 1949. The actual 
seating capacity of the new church being 352 with a potential seating capac- 
‘ity of 450. Rev. Weber preached his farewell sermon on February 15, 1953, 
and again the pastor from Sanborn, Rev. Herbert Daib, had charge of the 
congregation until August, 1953. lhe present pastor, Rev. A. O. Bleeke of 
Storm Lake, Iowa, was installed on August 30, 1953. 


The St. Paul’s Lutheran Church have the following organiaztions and 
membership: Present Membership, 425 (this includes 345 communicant 
members) ; Voting Members, 52; Sunday School, 104; Ladies Aid, 55; 
Men’s Club, 34; Couples Club, 38; Walther League, 27; and Choir, 30. 


The Hartley Christian Reformed Church 

The local Christian Reformed Church is the congregation most  re- 
cently organized in Hartley. Since many families of Reformed, Calvinistic 
persuasion were moving into this general area, it was felt that the time had 
come for the organization of a new church. Accordingly, meetings were begun 
in Hartley early in the year 1950. Formal organization of the congregation 
took place March 27, 1951. The Articles of Incorporation were signed by 
the heads of fourteen families, and one individual member.

CHRISTIAN REFORMED CHURCH 


The members of the first consistory were Gerrit Anema and Tony Kui- 
per, elders, and Jim Vander Plaats, deacon. Present consistory members are 
Herman Dirksen and Tim Dykstra, elders, and Ed. Starkenburg and Her- 
man Van Dyke, deacons. Services are held every Sunday at 9:30 A. M. and 
2:00 P. M.. Auxiliaries include three catechism classes, Sunday School, a 
Ladies Aid and a Men’s Society. 

Student pastors and guest ministers served the congregation until Septem- 
ber, 1952, when the Rev. Arthur J. Verberg was ordained and installed as 
minister of the church. There has been a yearly increase in the number of fam- 
ilies, until presently the congregation numbers twenty-two.

partment of lowa was formally organized in November 1919 with thirty-six 
charter members.

As stated in the Preamble to the constitution of the American Legion, 
one of our chief purposes is ‘‘inculcate a sense of individual obligation to the 
Community, State and Nation.’’ This post has been instrumental in sponsor~ 
ing and co-sponsoring many events that have proved to be helpful to this com- 
munity. Some of the high points of the Legion’s service are: Community Ser- 
vice, Highway Safety, Publicity, National Defense, Marksmanship, Soldiers 
Preference, Speakers Bureau, Legislation, Education of War Orphans, Jun- 
ior Baseball, Boy Scouts, Sons of American Legion, Employment and Relief, 
Graves and Registration, and Americanism. 
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No one will ever be able to appraise fully the great work done by the 
men of Hartley who claim allegiance to this post. Their work is not to be 
measured in cold dollars and cents.. Rather their efforts are largely noted in 
intangible human values. The Hartley Post’s biggest and most successful 
financial venture was no doubt the erection of the Community Building, more 
commonly known as the Legion Hall, erected in 1925 at a cost of $32,000. 
The mortgage to this building was burned in 1943 with fitting ceremonies. 
Another sizable contribution to this community was the purchase of the lights 


for the Athletic field. 


I am sure all of the members of this post realize that it has been a won- 
derful privilege to live and to work in a community as fair as Hartley. Sum- 
ming things up, the Hartley Post has done a magnificent job, but there is 
plenty of unfinished business ahead. It only hopes that it can carry on in the 
future as well as it has in the past. The membership wishes to congratulate the 
Town of Hartley on this Diamond Jubilee Anniversary, and extends _ its 
heartiest wishes for many more happy years of progress. 


The American Legion Auxiliary 


Mr. Emore R. Morrison, Commander of Arthur W. Kirchhoff Post, 
No. 288, American Legion, Department of Iowa, called a meeting for June 
13, 1927, inviting all those interested in forming an Auxiliary Unit to be 
present. Twenty-five women and several members of the Legion attended the 
meeting. After a general discussion, interspersed with suggestions on the aims 
and activities of the Unit by Mrs. Lyla Evans, District Committeewoman, 
the chairman, Mr. Morrison, asked for a vote. ‘Wwenty-two women were fav- 
orable.to organization. “Twenty-one signed the application for a charter, and 
officers were elected. 


Mrs. Charles Aldred of Sutherland, County Chairman, came to the 
July first meeting and installed the following officers: President, Miss Helen 
Alden Grotewohl; First Vice President, Mrs. Emory Ellingwood Conaway ; 
Second Vice President, Mrs. Minnie Linder. Houston; Secretary, Mrs. Mary 
Stoterau Pohlmann; Treasurer, Mrs. Dorothy Cain Morrison; Chaplain, 


Mrs. Ada Lock; Historian, Mrs. Lydia Appelman Grotewohl. 


The Charter was granted June 30, 1927, and when the list closed in 
September, there were fifty members, three of whom were Gold Star mothers. 
The American Legion Auxiliary has a definite goal in helping the Legion to 
complete payment of the new Memorial Hall. (‘The preceding record has 
been taken from the history of the Auxiliary written by its first Historian, 


Mrs. Grotewohl. ) 


Through the years the Auxiliary has aided the American Legion in the 
realization of its aims and purposes. It has helped in Memorial Day services, 
has observed Armistice Day, has participated in patriotic programs, has urged 
observance of American E.ducation Week, has given aid to veterans and their 
families, to state-owned institutions and Veterans’ hospitals, has sponsored an 
assigned child, has carried on an Americanism program, and has contributed 
in many ways to community betterment. 


A special activity carried out solely by the Auxiliary is its annual Poppy 
Sale. The proceeds from this are used entirely in a veterans’ rehabilitation 
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program. [he membership of the American Legion Auxiliary in 1954 is 117. 
Its present officers are: President, Miss Pauline Houston; First Vice Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Doris Hunt; Second Vice President, Mrs. Phyllis Sweeney; Sec- 
retary, Mrs. Margey Newel; ‘Treasurer, Mrs. Neva Tibbetts; Chaplain, 
Mrs. Welthy Albright; Historian, Miss Dorothy Sweeney; Sergeant-at-Arms, . 
Mrs. Edna Linder. 


Membership in the American Legion Auxiliary is limited to the mothers, 
wives, daughters and sisters of members of the American Legion and of all 
men and women who were in the armed forces of the United States during 
April 6, 1917, to November | 1, 1918; December 7, 1941, to September 
2, 1945; and June 25, 1950, to the date of cessation of hostilities deter- 
mined by the United States Government. The aim of its members:is to fulfill 
the obligation which the American Legion Auxiliary pledges to God and 
Country. 


The Athena Club 


The Athena Club was organized November 17, 1946, and was feder- 
ated on April 30, 1947. The club consists of fourteen members and is a lit- 
erary group. [he first president of this organization was Mrs. Dorothy Pike 
and Mrs. Sarah Cooper is president of the group today. 


Eastern Star 
Golden Sheaf Chapter No. 181, Order of the Eastern Star of Towa, 


was organized June 6, 1895, with twenty-five charter members. The group 
has expanded until today the membership has grown to 160. Eliza H. Mes- 
ser was the first Worthy Matron and Frank Patch was the first Worthy Pat- 
ron. Only wives, mothers, sisters and daughters of Masons are eligible for 
membership. ‘Ihe present Worthy Matron is Mabel Wille and the present 
Worthy Patron is Russell Chute. The Chapter celebrated their fiftieth anni- 
versary in 1945 when Grace Sears was Worthy Matron. ‘The officers took 
their stations that evening dressed in old time costumes and a special program 
was arranged, 


Emanon Club 


In 1921 a group of women organized the Emanon Club and the follow- 
ing were charter members: Mrs. Claude Charles, Mrs. Casper Herbst, Mrs. 
Freeman Patch, Mrs. Albert Tagge, Mrs. Hugo Ewoldt, Mrs. Fred Meiske, 
Mrs. George Smith and Mrs. Will Vogel. 


Mrs. Charles was elected the first president and had the honor of nam- 
ing the club, ‘“‘Emanon.”’ In March 1923 the club was elected to membership 
in the General Federation of Women’s Clubs. The club adopted the red car- 
nation as their flower, red and white as their colors, and as their motto, “ Neg- 
lect not the gift that is in thee.”’ 


A constitution and by-laws were adopted which are still in force. ‘There 
are no charter members remaining in the club but Mrs. Etta Krutzteldt, who 
joined the club shortly after it was organized, is still an active member. At 
present, the club has eighteen members. ‘The following are the officers: Presi- 
dent, Gladys Smith; Vice President, Leona Olhausen; Secretary, Mae 


Specht; and Treasurer, Vera Gonnerman. 
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Friday Club 


The Friday Club was organized April 12, 1946, and received its char- 
ter on March 27, 1947. Grace Lage, Florine Hebbel; Joyce Jenkins, La- 
Vonne Anderson, Delores Snider, Renee Hennings, Charverne Burns and 
Loretta DeYoung are the charter members. Loretta DeYoung was the first 
president. The club membership is now twenty-four members and Vera Hoper 
is president. 


The Friday Club supports the projects of the General and State Feder- 
ated Women’s Clubs. The annual Community projects are: Purchase book 
for the library, give clothing and food to needy children at Christmas, send 
gifts to Mental Hospital at Cherokee, purchase Christmas Seals, send boxes 
to nursing homes, party at recreation hall for teen-agers, March of Dimes, 
Magazine subscription for crippled child, Cancer Fund, send two children to 
summer camp, Red Cross, entertain teachers, County Home project and 
County Art project. 


Grand Army of the Republic 


The Grand Army of the Republic, Post No. 451, was organized in 
Hartley in June 1888 at Young’s Hall, First St. and was mustered by D. G. 
Eldridge. There were thirteen charter members as follows: J. M. Yeoman, 
Commander; John I. Story, Senior Vice Commander; L. Miller, Junior Vice 
Commander; E. B. Messer, Quartermaster; Samuel Boyce, Chaplain; W. 
A. Compton, Officer of the Guard; E. D. Williams, Quartermaster Ser- 
geant; J. W. Thomas, Adjutant; John E. Halford, Assistant Adjutant; S. 
H. McMaster, Officer of the Day; W. H. Eaton, Surgeon; B.C. Bouton 
and Robert Paisley. 7

In the year of 1913, eight brides living in west Hartley, met every 
other week and decided to form a club. ‘This club is now known as the Klio 
Club. The club federated in June 1919. The charter members were Kathryn 
Cashman, Emroy Conaway, Marie Boelter, Alma Failing, Vera Shonk- 
wiler, Tillie Lorenzen, Elsie Williams and Anna Isaacs. ‘They wore uniforms 
of brown denim, made by themselves. ‘Their first project was making layettes 
which were sent to war babies during the first World War. One layette was 
presented to the Hand Hospital. The club now has twenty members.

Independent Order of Odd Fellows 
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On October 23, 1890, J. M. Drake, L. C. Green, Franklin Kelly, J. 
E.. Wheelock and C. E. West requested the Grand Lodge to organize an 
Odd Fellow Lodge in Hartley. The Grand Lodge of Iowa of the Indepen- 
dent Order of Odd Fellows ordained the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges 
and the charter was granted. J. E. Wheelock was the first Noble Grand and 
at that time the local order was known as I. O. O. F. Lodge No. 507. The 
present membership is 44 and William:Sauer is the Noble Grand. 


The Odd Fellows and the Rebekahs are helping support the I. O. O. F. 
Home at Mason City. This home is for the aged members who have no home 
and also for their homeless children.

Chapter C W was organized May 1, 1903, and their charter was 
granted at the State Convention later the same month. The charter members 
were: Libbie Rich Kline, Ginx Rich Isberg, Mary Mitchell Ebright, Mar-

Miss Margaret Mitchell was the first president. Mrs. Beth Carr is ser- 
ving as president for the current year. 


Rebekah 


On April 13, 1892, the Rebekah order of the Independent Oxder of 
Odd Fellowship was organized. Julia McConnell of Spencer called the meet- 
ing to order. ‘The Grand Master, Mr. Boyer, granted the applicants their 
charter and the Genevieve Rebekah Lodge No. 154 of Hartley was institut- 
ed. At that time there were fourteen members initiated. “Phe Noble Grand 
elected was Mrs. Jarvis. 


During the first years, the meeting place of the Odd Fellows and the 
Rebekahs was in the upper room of what is now known as the E-woldt Plumb- 
ing shop. After several years, through the combined efforts of the Odd Fel- 
lows and the Rebekahs, in 1900, the I. O. O. F. Hall was built. Several 
years later after much hard work and with great rejoicing, the mortgage was 
burned and the Hall was free from debt, and is now their place of meeting. 
The Rebekahs now have 86 members and meet the first and third Fridays of 
every month. Mrs. Alma Brehmer is the present Noble Grand. 


Tuesday Club 


The Tuesday Club was originally named ““The West Side Reading 
Circle.” On January 3, 1904, Mrs. L. A. Van Gelder and Mrs. H. J. 
Grotewohl met to discuss the formation of a reading circle. On the following 
Sunday, they called on Mrs. Mary Mitchell, and there decided that each one 
would invite two ladies to join the group in organizing an informational class 
in Literature. At the following meeting two additional members were present. 
During the first years, the number was increased to twelve, to include: Mrs. 
F. M. McCormack, Mrs. J. T. Conn, Mrs. D. ‘T. Stewart, Mrs. R. A. 
Woodward, Mrs. Henry Hesse, Mrs. J. S. Messer, Mrs. Chas. McElwain, 
Mrs. E. B. Messer and Mrs. E. E. Hall. 
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At each meeting, the group read a few chapters from a book. ‘Their 
first choice was ‘“The Little Shepherd of Kingdom Come.’ Current problems 
were studied as shown by the minutes of the meetings as written by the first 
secretary, Mrs. Grotewohl. The Russian Japanese was an important issue in 
1904, and papers were read concerning ‘Conditions in Russia,” ““The Out- 

‘look for War in the East,”’ “‘Peter the Great,” “‘Korea,” “Political and Soc- 
ial Conditions in Russia Today,” “‘Japan Since 1854,” “‘Literature and Art 
of Russia,’”” “Manchuria,” “Nihilism in Russia.’’ Lessons were presented on 
“The Louisiana Purchase,” “Mormonism,” ‘‘Thibet,”’ and the ““Panama 
Canal.” At each meeting a different member served as leader. A musical 
program in which each member presented a selection was the highlight of the 
year. The Mentor magazine provided a study outline which was followed for 
several years. 


The Tuesday Club joined the State Federation in 1906, and the Gen- 
eral Federation of Women’s Clubs in 1920. The club has taken part in many 
civic activities. It purchased the first playground equipment for the school in 
an early day. It presented a flag to the Town of Hartley. It sponsored the 
first library, which was located in the F. J. Janson photographic studio build- 
ing. During the last three wars, the members have contributed to war work, 
including Red Cross sewing, buying war bonds, and sending aid to Europe, 
Great Britain and Korea. 


Since becoming federated in 1920, the Tuesday Club has coordinated 
its study and work with that of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
International Relations, Citizenship, American Home, Art, Flistory, Wel- 
fare and Literature, all are of interest and are included in its program for 
study. Ihe club’s membership has increased to eighteen. Its officers are: 
President, Mrs. Lawrence Swanson; Vice President, Mrs. S. J. Johnson; 
Secretary, Mrs. Ralph McDowell; and Treasurer, Mrs. A. M. McIntyre. 
This year, 1954, is the fiftieth anniversary of the Tuesday Club. Its members 
are proud of its accomplishments and loyal to its traditions. As it was approp- 
riate in years past, the Motto of the club may still well be, “give to the world 
the best you have, and the best will come back to you.” 


The United Service Women of America 


The Hartley Unit No. 358, was organized on November 9, 1944, at 
the home of Mrs. Walter Ott with eighteen ladies present. Mrs. Palmer 
Boyles of Everly, President of the 8th District, explained the purpose and 
duties of the organization. The ladies decided to organize with fifteen ladies 
signing up for membership. ‘The following officers were elected: President, 
Mrs. Henry Stelck; Vice President, Mrs. Otto Brandt; Second Vice Presi- 
dent, Mrs. Ted Henning; Secretary, Mrs. Harry Fahrenkrog; ‘Treasurer, 
Mrs. Orland Krutzfeldt; Historian, Mrs. Everett Selken; and Sergeant-at- 
arms, Mrs. Louis Stoterau. Mrs. Boyles installed the new officers and said 
a prayer for the. success of the newly organized club. It was decided to hold 
a meeting once a month on the fourth Thursday of every month at two o'clock. 
By the time the next meeting was held, there were thirty paid up members 
and by the end of 1944, the membership had grown to 89. Their first meet- 
ings were held in the I. O. O. F. Hall. The Women’s Relief Corps presented 


the organization with the American Flag soon alter they received their charter. 
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In the year 1947, the United Service Women’s name was changed to 
The Amvets Auxiliary, Post No. 61. As time passed on and the war ended, 
the members began dropping away until in January of 1951 the organization 
began meeting in the homes. ‘The first meeting so held was in Mrs. Minnie 
Magee’s home. ‘This practice has continued and on January of 1954, there 
were 20 members who have carried on the work of the organization. ‘They 
have sold White Clovers in August of every year, supported an orphan child 
in the Orphan’s home, and give monthly to the Veterans’ Hospital and al! 
nationwide drives for the health of others.

Woman's Relief Corps 


The Hartley Woman’s Relief Corps No. 189, Auxiliary to the Grand 
Army of the Republic No. 451, was organized in August 1889. Mrs. E. B. 
Messer was the first President. [he charter members are as follows: Mar- 
jorie Yoeman, Eva Woodward, Ettie Bolton, Nettie Stewart, Nancy Kelley, 
Nancy Fuller, Amanda Sittler, Cora Westfall, Emma Webster, Eliza Mes- 
ser, Edna McMasters, Alice Eaton, Lillie Triggs, Susannah Story, Sarah 
Smith and Philina Boyce. 


The charter was dated at the Headquarters Department of Iowa at 
Denison on August 14, 1889. The present President is Alma Brehmer with 
a full staff of officers. The aim of the Corps is: 

1. To perpetuate the memory and history of the dead. 

2. To maintain true allegiance to the United States of America. 

3. To encourage universal liberty, equal rights and justice to all. 

4. To place flags in all school rooms, organizations and churches. 

5. To aid in all hospital work and State Soldiers Homes, to observe 

Memorial Day, and.take part in all patriotic programs. 


The W. R. C. donated $1,800 toward the erection of the Memorial 
Building, and also contributed $3,000 for the furnishing of the dining room. 
They also aid in every project when called upon. 


The Y’Adnom Club 


The Y’Adnom Club, Hartley’s seventh Federated club, was organized 
in October of 1951, and became a member of the Federation on April 8, 
1952. The Friday Club helped to organize this club, and credit is due them 
for creating a new club. Our purpose is to “help the underprivileged.””. Our 


motto, ‘“Ihe Golden Rule.”’ 


Our first officers and signers of the constitution were: President, Janet 
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Norton; Vice President, June Luedke; Secretary, Florence Hansen; Corres- 
ponding Secretary, Vivian Allen; and Parliamentarian, Joanne McCarty. 


Our present staff of officers is as follows: President, Dorothy Hurt; 
Vice President, Jerri Niewendorp; Secretary-Treasurer, Vivian Allen; Cor- 
responding Secretary, Darlene Lux; and Parliamentarian, Jerry Hollowell. 
‘The club has sixteen members. 


Y’Eltrah Club 


The Y’Eltrah Club was organized January 14, 1950, and was feder- 
ated on May 1, 1950. The club was named by taking the word, Hartley, 
and saying it backwards. The first President was Mrs. Marvin (Gloria) Lux. 
There are twenty members in this organization. and it meets twice a_ month. 


The present President is Mrs. Gerald (Jo) Goetsch. 


Rainbow Gurls 


The Hartley Rainbow Assembly No. 80 was officially launched on 
Saturday, May 4, 1946, at the initiation and installation ceremonies which - 
were held at the Masonic Hall in Hartley. “There were 35 girls initiated in 
one of the most beautiful ceremonies ever held in our city. Mrs. Grace 
Sprecher of Denison, Supreme Inspector for lowa, was present and had 
charge of the meeting, assisted by Mrs. Gran of Storm Lake, the Rainbow 
instructor for the district. 


Mrs. K. L. Bennett, Mother Advisor of the Rainbow Girls in Spirit 
Lake, accompanied by 45 girls, did the imtiatory work and initiated the 35 
local girls. These girls are daughters of Masons and Eastern Star members 
and their friends. They are Everly, Moneta, and Sanborn, as well as Hart- 
ley girls. The girls enjoyed a three course banquet, interspersed with songs, 
at the Methodist Church at six o'clock served by the members of the Eastern 
Star. Mrs. Henry Lorenzen and Mrs. Myrle Peters and their committees were 
in charge of the dinner. Mrs. Wilmer Jacobs asted as dining room hostess and 
also decorated the tables appropriately with miniature May-poles with — rain- 
bow colored streamers extending the length of the table. The honored guests 
and members of the Advisory committee were presented with corsages at the 
dinner. 


The evening meeting was an open installation of officers with Miss La- 
Vonne Goetsch installed as Worthy Advisor. Mrs. Robert Schaffer was in- 
stalled as Mother Advisor.

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Beacon Lodge No. 495 Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, at Hartley, 
was instituted March 10, 1888, with fifteen charter members. John I. Story 
was the first Worshipful Master. ‘he second story of the building now occu- 
pied by Ewoldt Plumbing was used by the Lodge as their meeting place un- 
til 1901, when they moved to the second floor of the Stewart building which 
they have occupied ever since. Regular meetings are held on the second ‘Tues- 
day of every month. Leland Bruegmann is Worshipful Master of the Lodge 
at this time and there are now | 35 members.

March 18, 1887 —- Abraham 
Wilson captured five geese, fourteen 
ducks, and held devotional services 
because his shells were poor, Thurs- 
day morning. Abe has patented a de- 
coy that attracts geese three miles, 
and will fetch a duck from Minne- 
sota. 

Mar. 25, 1887 —- M. J. Young 
has purchased a car load of salt. He 
probably intends to use it on Killam 
the next time he goes duck hunting.
